SHOW COLLEGE GROWTH 



Increased Attendance In Every Divi- 
sion Except Home Economics 
Since tbe Year 1918 

Some facts concerning the growth 
of K. 8. A. C. have been brouftbt to 
light Id the latest edition of the col- 
lege catalogue. By comparison with 
the catalogue of 1918-14, it is found 
that In the past ten years the college 
attendance has Increased 786. In 
1913-14 the attendance was 3.027 
and In 1923-24 the enrolment had In- 
creased to 3,912. 

A comparison of the enrolment by 
divisions shows that the greatest 
growth has occurred In the division 
of general science which shows an In- 
crease of 948 during the last ten

New Course In Chemical Engineering 
(MTere«l — Gives TiH-luUriil Train- 
ing In Manufacturing 

Students who wish to enter work 
In landscape gardening, and land- 
scape architecture, will have the op- 
portunity to secure adequate train- 
ing in those subjects aa a result of 
two new courses offered by the col- 
ieKc this year. The division of en- 
gineering offers the courses in land- 
scape architecture, and the division 
of agriculture offers the work In 
landscape gardening. 

In the past few years there has 
been a strong demand for trained 
men tn landscape work and it was 
with this in view that the college 
worked out the various courses that 
would adequately train students to 
enter this field of work. 

Another new subject offered by 
the division or engineering fa In 
chemical engineering It Is de- 
signed to prepare students tor 
technical or executive positions, not 
only In the Important group of In- 
dustries known specifically as chem- 
ical industries, but also that large 
uroup in which chemical principles 
are applied to manufacturing pro- 
cesses.

On the cover of the attractive 26 
page bulletin Is an artist's picture ot 
the tower serials now under con- 
struction, with the gymnasium in 
the background, and on the back is 
a reproduction of the airplane view 
of the college campus. 

A tribute to the idea of radio ed- 
ucation by President William M. 
Jardine, Is contained in the cata- 
logue. The President says in part; 

"The extension college courses 



radiocast from Kansas State Agri- 
cultural college open to si] of the 
1 (8.000 Kansas farm families an op- 
portunity for close contact with 
scientific progress. It I* easy to 
forsee millions of dollars of added 
value to agriculture created through 
employment of methods tbat radio 
messages snch as those broadcast 
from station KSAC impart to ag- 
ricultural education. 

Future Influence Incalculable. 
"Radio is already a vital factor 
in the economic and intellectual life 
of the farmer. The part it will 
exert In the future Is beyond calcu- 
lation. Its Influence on agricultural 
betterment will be, perhaps, its 
greatest contribution to civilization." 
The popularity of the idea with 
farmers has been evidenced by the 
shower of requests for tbe radio 
catalog of courses. Approximately 
10,000 copies of the bulletin will 
be mailed from the extension divi- 
sion, Sam Pickard, director of the 
programs said yesterday. 

Enrollment cards in the school 
will be mailed on request Mr. Pickard 
ols ted. Courses are offered in com- 
merce, engineering, home economics, 
and general science as well as in 
agriculture. Certificates are to be 
granted students completing thier 
work.

Elaborate Mechanically Operated 

Electrical Display of Away from 

Home GwuM to be Staged 

this Kail 



One of the most elaborate football 
score boards In use In colleges to- 
day will be used by tbe Sigma Delta 
Chi fraternity for the away from 
home football games this fall. Ar- 
rangements have already been mad* 
for leased wire service for each of 
the three games on foreign fields, the 
ftrst on October 4 with Washburn at 
Topeka, and tbe reports will be re- 
ceived almost at the instant the play 
takes place. The "football parties" 
will be given In tbe auditorium and 
an admission charge of 25 cents will 
be levied. This is a much smaller 
amount than most other colleges are 
charging;, the average charge being 
from BO cents to 75 cents. 

New Board Is Lane 

The new board Is a large affair, 
12 by 18 feet In else, that will per- 
mit the football story to be easily 
Vltneeaed from all parts ot the audi- 
torium. It la mechanically operated 
from a typewriter keyboard which 
la turn closes the current circuit to 
the electrical display of the game on 
the board Itself. 

In the center of tbe rectangular 
board Is a miniature gridiron, S by 
10 feet In size, which will show the 
position of the ball at all times. 
Above the playing field will be dis- 
played the possessor of the bail at 
the time, the down and the number 
ot yards to go. Below, the play or 
plays will be shown. There are 
twenty different plays and Incidents 
In the usual football game registered 
here, and the one or several tbat take 
place will be lighted up. ■ Included 
, In these are the following: kickoff, 
punt, blocked, goal, pass, failed, In- 
tercepted, fumble, recovered, touch- 
down, safety, touchback, end run, 
off tackle, thru line, penalized, time 
out and quarter over. At each side 
of this miniature field will be shown 
the name of the team playing, the 
score, and each player's name, num- 
ber and position. 

Built By AgKie Profs 

Tbe Sigma Delta Chi fraternity, at 
a great expense, financed the con- 
struction of the board during the past 
summer. It was designed and built 
by Prof. E. T. Keith and C. P. Howen- 
atlne of the department of printing. 
The scoreboard Is a tribute to the 
mechanics) and electrical skill of 
Professor Keith and Mr. Howenstine, 
as the Ideas used in Its construction 
are .much in advance ol those used 
In similar scoreboards. 

These parties here been given by 
the journalistic fraternity for several 
years past and have come to be very 
popular with the student body.

A tea room, a redecorated and 
completely equipped banquet room, 
a faculty dining room, and rest 
room a for both young men and young 
women, will be among the new fea- 
tures of the college cafeteria when 
it opens for the school year 1924-25, 
it was announced yesterday by Miss 
Vina Bates, director. 

Tea Room All Day 

The tea room, which will be open 
from 8 o'clock in the m-rning until 
7 o'clock in the evening j fl designed 
as a convenience to students and 
faculty members who like to lunch 
between classes and at nil hours. 
The west wing of the main cafeteria 
dining room has been partitioned off 
to form "The Open Door," as the 
new establishment is to he known. 
It will accommodate between 50 and 
60 persons. No soda fountain is to 
be installed, but short orders, ice 
cream, etc., and all drinks except 
carbonated water preparations will 
be served, Miss Bates said. 

From 5 :30 to 7 o'clock in the eve- 
ning, a 35 cent plate dinner is to be 
served. 

Faculty Escape from Hoi Polkri 

The demand by the faculty for an 
exclusive dining room far removed 
from the student hoi polloi has been 
met by the appropriation for that 
purpose of the room formerly used 
as an office by the assistant cafe- 
teria director. After fl o'clock in 
the evening the room may be used 
for private dinner parties. 

The banquet room is the same 
formerly used for the purpose, but 
it is to be extensively made over. 
Individual tables, made so they can 
be pushed together to form longer 
tables, will be purchased. A kitchen 
will also be installed in the small 
room just off the main hall and 
dumbwaiters will be put in to con- 
vey the dishes to the basement. A 
40 cent meal, or "business man's 
lunch," will be served to organisa- 
tions or gatherings using the room. 
Rent Roomn In Haw-meat 

The rest rooms are located on the 
"basement floor. They will be for use 
by students, largely those who have 
instructional work, or employment 
In the cafeteria. Shower baths ad- 
Join the rest rooms. 

In addition to the foregoing, a 
special basement room has been set 
aside and equipped for pastry-mak- 
ing. All sorts of pastries for use in 
the eafeteria and for outside con- 
sumption will be made here. 

It is the purpose of the new direc- 
tor, she said, to utilise every nook 
and corner of the new $150,000 
building and every opportunity in 
Such a way that the students and 
faculty may get the most benefit 
posstbl* from the institution.

Purple Dye for 

Football Helmets 
Originated Here 

"Say, Latshaw, how nbout spend- 
ing a little time this afternoon on 
that stuff?" 

W. L. Latshaw heard such a query 
from Coach C. W. Bachman at fre- 
quent Intervals last year when the 
two were endeavoring to And a dye 
that would give leather the proper 
purple hue for use as a coloring for 
football helments. 

"As far as I know." said Latshaw. 
"It Is the first dye that has ever been 
made, suitable to color leather a pur- 
ple that could be recognized at a dis- 
tance, as such." 

In the fall of '22 the helmets were 
colored purple but the cnlor was not 
recognisable from a distance. The 
fall of '23 marked the debut of Pro- 
fessor Latahaw's purple leal her dye. 
The helmets were a vivid purple 
and could be noticed from the top 
of the stadium. 

"We have a number of shades of 
purple dyes," said Latshaw, "but the 
problem was to find one that would 
show up when put on leather. The 
ordinary dye would turn so dark that 
at a short distance It appeared black 
Instead of purple. 1 kept adding red 
to the solution until It looked as 
though tbe result would be a deep 
red. The result was a slightly tight- 
er color than we wanted but It was 
easily concentrated by making the 
solution slightly alkaline. We fin- 
ished the experiment In Hummer 
school and used the dye on the hel- 
mets last Tall. The shlney appear- 
ance of the helmets was due to it

Those who are some- 
what more versed in fraternities are 
usually more argumentative and un- 
willing to plunge blindly into a prom- 
lie. The "Sweat system," with sev- 
eral fraternity men argulngtperhaps 
hours at a time Is used on this type 
and a promise is often exacted from 
the freshman when he becomes so 
confused and worked up that he wilf 
agree to anything in order to get 
away. 

With such a method in operation 
the existence of tbe present rule Is 
practically worthless. Since the prac- 
tice of "spiking" is done more or 
less secretly no regulation could be 
made that would cause it to become 
obsolete. However, a ruling that 
would prevent the breaking of rush 
dates that have been accepted by the 
fushee, that would Impose a severe 
penalty upon both the man and tbe 
fraternity breaking the dates, would 
help some. 

The most valuable Improvement 
that could be made In the present 
rules la the postponement of pledging 
until a man has been In attendance 
at school for at least one semester. 
A man's choice of a fraternity means 
much to him during his college ca- 
reer and he should be given a chance 
to choose the group he favors most 
after he has had the opportunity of 
looking them all over during the se- 
mester. And then again fraternities 
are after the men who "do things" 
In school and this watting period 
would enable them to bid the men 
they wish without the risk of pledg- 
ing men that are unsuited for frater- 
nity life.

OF AIR LIFTS 



It In » Great Improvement Over tlw 

Old System,— Finn ot Its Kind 

In This Part of the IT. 8. 



The new water pumping atatlon, 
which Is located at the southeast 
corner of tbe campus, baa been 
completed and Is In operation, It 
wi announced by 0. R, Pauling, 
superintendent of the college build- 
ing and repair department, today. 
Automatic Lift* 

The feature of the new atatlon la 
tbe automatic lifting of tbe water 
from the wells by meana of air 
lifts: the one here being the Brat of 
its kind to be Installed In this sec- 
tion of tbe United States. A re- 
ceiving storage tank will take the 
water as It la pumped from the 
walla, the air lifts placing the wa- 
ter Into the storage reservoir. 
Prom the storage tank tbe water will 
be pumped Into the "K" water tower 
by means of preaaure pumps. The* 
process la automatic. When the stor- 
age tank la aufllclently full the well 
pumps will automatically cut oS and 
the pressure pumps will start filling 
the at o rage tower. 

Dean R. A. Beaton, bead of the di- 
vision of engineering, Prof. L. E. 
Conrad, of tbe civil engineering de- 
partment and 0. R. Pauling, com- 
posed the deeignlng committee of 
the new station. Nine preliminary 
tests were made, as to tbe best loca- 
tion of sufficient water for the col- 
lege and the southeast corner of tbe 
csmpt<« was selected, ._ . ,„ 

Three Loops ot Mains " ^ ' 

Another feature of the new water 1 
system is three circulating loops of 
water mains. By having these It Is 
possible to keep tbe main parts of 
the college supplied with water at all 
times if one of the loops Is being re- 
paired. 

The water station building has 
bean designed along the lines ot a 
garden house. It Is the plan of the 
committee to plant vines and shrub- 
bery around the building and In this 
way eliminate any unattractive fea- 
tures that might be In that section of 
the campus, 

Mr. Pauling has also designed a 
special muffler to be used on the 
pumps and in this way eliminate any 
noise that might be obnoxious to the 
residents In that vicinity.

MEET HERE IN 1925 



For First Time In Sixteen \< 
Since Organisation of Association 

It Will Meet at • Western 
College 

For the first time in tbe IS years 
of Its organisation the American 
Association of Instructors and In- 
vestigators In Poultry Husbandry has 
chosen a western college, K. B, A. 
C, as the meeting place for Its an- 
nual convention. Tbe association 
will come to K. S. A. C. for Its meet- 



ing In August, 1925, according to 
Prof. L. F. Payne, head of tbe de- 
partment of poultry husbandry and 
secretary-treasurer of the associa- 
tion. 

Tbe association voted to Come to 
K. S. A, C. in preference to an east- 
ern or Canadian school as a compli- 
ment to tbe K. S. A. C. department 
for Its leadership in poultry husban- 
dry work. 

More than ISO of the 880 mem- 
bers of the association expect to at- 
tend the convention here, according 
to Professor Payne, who recently re- 
turned with Dr. J. S. Hughes from 
the 1924 convention of the associa- 
tion at Raleigh, N. C. 

The United States Is threatened 
with "disbarment" from Canadian 
markets unless the poultry industry 
is standardised and a method of ac- 
crediting and certifying' United 
States stock is evolved, Canadian 
members of the association declared 
at tbe Raleigh meeting. Failure to 
standardise the Industry In the Uni- 
ted States would mean a tax of 80 to 
40 cents on chicks coming Into Can- 
ada, whlcb would eliminate It as a 
market.

Cold facta do not support the wide- 
ly accepted theory thai poor crops 
Increase college attendance and good 
crops reduce it, according to a state- 
ment Issued by Dean F. tf. Parrel I 
of the division of agriculture, Xan- 
ana State Agricultural college. It la 
believed by many people that bum- 
per crops or good crop prices keep 
young people on the farms to help 
with the harvest or with the planting 
of a large acreage, while abort crops 
release them bo that they can go to 
college. Neither do the facts sup- 
port the contrary theory that good 
crops or good crop prices always in- 
crease college attendance. 

"Plgures covering the past 26 
years show that with very few excep- 
tions student registration, at least 
at K. S. A. C, Increases gradually 
year after year while crop prosperity 
rises and falls," Dean Farreli states. 

Facts Curiinueii Theory 
"Twenty-four annunl comparisons 
have been made between the total 
value of Kansas crops as reported by 
the state board of agriculture for 
each year from 18B9 to 1923 and the 
total registration at K. B. A. C. for 
the corresponding ycurs. The totnl 
value of crops has Increased over 
the preceding yeur in 16 Instances 
•nd decreased In eight. During the 
same period, student registration at 
K. S, A. C. has increased In 21 in- 
stances and declined in three. Thi-re 
was a nine per cent decline In stu- 
dent registration In 1B04-O6, follow- 
ing s seven per cent decline in total 
crop value; a tenth (if one per cent 
decline in 190B-10 fallowing a It) per 
cent Increase in total crop value; and 
a 2ft per cent decline In 1 91 7-1 H fol- 
lowing sn Increase of 37 per cent in 
total crop value, the decline In this 
Instance resulting chiefly from war 
demands. 

"increased total value of crops 
has been followed hy increased stu- 
dent registration In 14 of the years 
and by decreased enrolment In two 
years. Redaced total value of crops 
has been followed hy Increased en- 
rolment In seven of the years and by 
reduced enrolment In one. These 
figures indirate that there Is no con- 
sistent relation Hot ween crop pros- 
perity and student registration at the 
Agricultural college.

For six 
days a throng of visitors passed along 
the lanes flanked on either side with 
colorful exhibits, many of them 
mechanically operated, all graphical- 
ly telling a concise story of batter 
agriculture, rural engineering or 
home making. 

Persons who attempted to do the 
fair in a day found the Kansas State 
Agricultural college exhibit building 
commanded more than a casual half- 
hour visit. The impressive display, 
built around Kansas dairying, pre- 
sented In words, pictures, models, 
and motion devices, a hundred dif- 
ferent lessons. Radio loud speakers 
scattered about tbe large ball emit- 
ted Instructions for viewing the ex- 
hibit. 

L. C. Williams, manager of the 
fair display, who has set up the cross 
section of the agricultural college at 
Hutchinson this week, states that a 
large per cent of the total fair at- 
tendance paid the exhibit building a 
visit and that many commented on 
tbe attractiveness and educational 
value of the college display. 

The Kansas State Agricultural col- 
lege "show window" at the state 
fair consisted of decorated panels, 32 
in all, which In combination with Il- 
lustrative material banked in the 
foreground and flanking either side, 
emphasized better farm practices. 
In addition to the panel displays, 
that present In a uniform manner 
stories of disease control in tbe flock, 
the rearing of worm free hogs by 
proper sanitary measures, there were 
seven motion exhibits. 

The motion exhibit of outstanding 
interest, prepared by the engineering 
division, showed in the miniature, 
the progress of industry linked di- 
rectly with engineering achieve- 
ments. , 

A great revolving churn, represent- 
ing the creamery buslnes of the state, 
labeled with pertinent statements, 
gave the visitors an Idea of the mag- 
nitude of this industry.

"Higher education in England Is 
expensive, and the sentiment In favor 
of higher education, except among 
tbe so-called higher classes, Is rela- 
tively slight, particularly among the 
farmers. The desirability of agricul- 
tural education Is not recognised to 
any greater extent than It was In tbe 
United States, say forty years ago," 
said Prof. N. A. Crawford In speak- 
ing of English education in bis cha- 
pel speech this morning. Prof. Craw- 
ford spent two and a halt months 
this summer touring Europe and ob- 
serving political and educational con- 
ditions there. 

"At any of the agricultural colleg- 
es you will find yourself in a Small 
Institution," Prof. Crawford contin- 
ued. "There are thirteen Institutions 
In England and Wales In which agri- 
cultural courses may be pursued. 
Some of these are on the nature of a 
University, while six are definite ag- 
ricultural institutions. 

"Twenty-five per cent of the pres- 
ent students of these colleges are 
■ons of actual farmers, the greater 
number being of the higher class. 
However, an effort Is being made by 
means of scholarships to raise the 
percentage of the former. 

"The South East Agricultural Col- 
lege contemplates establishing a 
course In agricultural Journalism 
within tbe next year or two, and If 
It does so, it will follow In a large 
measure the plans that have been 
evolved here In Kansas through yesrs 
of experience In this type of work."

RADIO SERIES REACH 25,000 

"College of ih*» AJr" for 1»KM Start- 
ed Operation Ijim Night

Tweotv-flve thousand farmers "lis- 
tened In" on the first two lectures of 
a series of forty college extension 
courses broadcast from the Kansas 
State Agricultural College by remote 
control from station KFKli at Mil- 
ford, Kansas last nlftht. These were 
the first lectures of a series or sev- 
eral hundred that will he broadcast 
by the "College of the Air" during" 
the next eight months. 

The new 500 watt Western Elec- 
tric transmitting set purchased by 
the college last July, will not be rea- 
dy for operation before January 1. 
Arrangements have been made, how- 
ever, with station KFKB at Milford, 
to use their equipment, until station 
KSAC Is completed. 

Bases for the two 160-foot towers 
under construction west of Nichols 
gymnasium have been nearly com- 
pleted. A studio, large epough to ac- 
commodate a band, a control and 
operating room, and a reception 
room, has been constructed In the 
northwest corner of the gym on the 
third floor. 

Arrangements have been made 
with the extension department by 
the athletic department to broadcast 
play-by-ptay reports of ail football 
games on the home gridiron this fall. 
When station KSAC Is completed, 
programs prepared especially for 
farm bureau membera, boys' and 
girls' clubs, livestock association 
members, women's organizations, and 
various other organizations, will also 
be broadcast. » 

The popularity of the "College of 
the Air" has already been manifest 
by the large number of rtfSMtb for 
the catalog of radio eourses. Ap- 



proximately 14,000 of these catalogs 
have been mailed out from the ex- 
tension office. A survey of receiving 
■eta In Kansas indicates that nearly 
26,004 farmers will find It possible 
to enrol In these courses. 

Courses are offered In agriculture, 
commerce, engineering, home econo- 
mics, and general science. Certifi- 
cates will be granted to students 
completing their work. Printed lec- 
tures are mailed to regularly enrolled 
students, the day following the lec- 
ture.

BURR CONDEMNS HOWLERS 



S. A. C. Professor Has Article In 
Current Issue of the Country 
Gentleman 



"We would all get along better if 
there were fewer calamity howlers." 
says Walter Burr, professor of socio- 
logy at K. 8. A. C, in the leading ar- 
ticle of the last issue of the Country 
Gentleman. Professor Burr has had 
experience with rural activities all 
his life and his article, "The Best 
Place to Live," is the result of a close 
survey of 97 average Kansas farm 
homes. 

The agitation about the Inade- 
quacy of the farm homes and institu- 
tions, has been carried too far, ac- 
cording to Professor Burr. Investi- 
gation has. shown that the American 
farm home is the most hopeful Am- 
erican institution at present. The life 
of the farmer has broadened in every 
way in the past few years as a result 
of the automobile, which keeps the 
family In touch with the most up-to- 
date occurrences. The farmer can 
bo longer be considered isolated. 

In his survey of 97 homes, Profes- 



Although the college cafeteria was 
completed In 1922, and has been used 
continuously since that time, many 
improvements bave been added. Chief 
among the additions le the new 
"Open Door" tea room opened -this 
semester In the west wing of the 
building. 

The west alcove of the cafeteria 
dining room proper was converted in- 
to a tea room by partitioning It off 
from the central dining room, by re- 
decorating the room thus formed and 
furnishing it with the necessary 
equipment. The room is well lighted 
and bright, attractive colors have 
been used in decorating walls and 
furnishings. 

Entrance is gained to the tea room 
on the west through a large French 
door built in the space formerly 
taken up by a window. Closets in 
two corners ot the room are used as 
kitchen units, one having dumb wait- 
er connection with the basement and 
the other containing connections for 
a large electric plate and a refrigera- 
tor and ice cream cabinet which are 
attached to the main refrigeration 
system. 

Plans have been drawn for the re- 
modeling of a room In the southwest 
corner of the building tor use by 
faculty members as a private dining 
room. This room may be used at 
regular meal hours or for dinner par- 
ties after regular hours. 
m Considerable remodeling and in- 
stallation of equipment have been 
done In the basement of the cafeteria 
building. A new pantry bakery has 
heen added in a light, well-ventilated 
room, this department being in 
charge of a pastry cook. All neces- 
sary equipment for making pastries 
Is In this room. Includinc a large [ 
steam pot, a stove,- and a large gat, 
oven. A new vegetable room has : 
been provided on the southeast. All ] 
vegetables are delivered directly to j 
this room and the assistant In 
charge prepares them for the kitchen. 
Staple groceries are stored in two 
large basement rooms, one being for ' 
the reserve and the other for the i 
day-to-day supply. Two restrooms j

Twe»ty-flve to Thirty Members Need- 
ed for Debate Tram* Thin Year 
— Lonjt Trip* Planned 

Try outs for the pufrpoae of select- 
ing members of Intercollegiate debate 
teams will be beld during tbe week 
beginning September 29. Students 
wishing to try out for tbe Aggie squad 
may call at the public speaking of- 
fice, OG5, educational building, to 
make appointments and secure full 
Information. 

A heavy schedule of debates la be- 
ing arranged, which will necessitate 
a squad of from twenty-five to thirty 
persons. Eight to twelve upper class- 
men will be required on the team, 
eight to twelve upper class women, 
and from sli to eight freshmen. Of 
tbe twenty-four debaters on last 
year's Intercollegiate teams, not more 
than nine are In school and eligible 
for debate. Consequently, chances 
for freshmen, and others without 
varsity experience to make the Inter- 
collegiate teams are exceptionally 
good, this year.

by Roosevelt for Commission 

Lieutenant Colonel Fred W. Bug- 
bee, bead of tbe military department 
of K. S. A. C, was a member of 
Roosevelt's famous "Rough Riders" 
during tbe Spanish-American war in 
1898. He took part to tbe battles of 
Santiago and Las Guaslmas. The fol- 
lowing year he saw service in the 
Philippines In the United States 
volunteers organised at Fort Riley 
In 1S99. While In this service. 
Colonel Bugbee received his commis- 
sion upon the personal recommenda- 
tion of Colonel Roosevelt. 

Colonel Bugbee has been In the 
service for 26 years. He left the 
employ of the Southern Pacific rail- 
way, where he had a position as chief 
clerk to the divisional superintend- 
ent at the age of 22, and enlisted In 
the First Cavalry In Arlsona. Leon- 
ard Wood was colonel of this unit In 
Cuba, and Theodore Roosevelt was 
lieutenant colonel. This unit made 
itself famous for the daring, reck- 
less encounters It participated In, 
and later became known as the 
"Rough Riders." 

Colonel Bugbee enlisted In the reg- 
ular army in 190], and has been 
active In military work since that 
lime. During the world war, he 
served In Siberia as lieutenant colonel 
of the 17th Infantry and colonel of 
the 383rd Infantry in Russia. Last 
year he was made executive officer 
at Fort Leavenworth, after graduat- 
ing from the Infantry school at Fort 
Denning. Previous to his last ap- 
pointment, he was executive officer 
st Camp Meade, Maryland.

The crowds who followed Abelard, or any other mag- 
netic teacher, did not accuse him of Indulging in mass 
education; though they bad difficulty In hearing htm. 
they probably did not desire to be divided Into small sec- 
tions and turned over to his assistants. They may not 
have understood him, but tbey had met greatness. There 
Is usually no fear that our students do not understand 
us. Haven't we anything to lay before them that would 
exalt the spirit and stretch the mind? 

One thing they are looking for In our day which can 
be Imparted and multiplied, like the sacred bread, to 
crowded hillsides, but which cannot be caught In form- 
ulas — they are looking for beauty. Those who teach 
American youth today know how hungry they are for a 
life of beauty, how tired of ideas chiefly mechanical or 
economic. This world of machinery Is to the elders still 
new, but to our students it Is only their uneventful en- 
vironment; we remember when automobiles came in, 
but they were born to automobiles. When we turn to 
administrative devices to solve our problems, educational 
among others, they think we are wasting our time over 
antique methods, not knowing that some of us still re- 
member hopefully the day when administrative methods 
arrived to light the world. The young people want life, 
a fine kind of life, with happiness in It, but happiness 
found through the mind and through beauty. If I seem 
to praise them too highly, remember that where one 
appears who teaches In this spirit, the young rarely, if 
ever, fail to recognize him and to meet bis mood. If he 
bad a thousand students at his feet, he would be an In- 
dividual to each of tbem, and what he taught would 
seem the personal word of a friend.

Every man In school will be visited 
personally and asked to join the or- 
ganisation. I.iist year the drive net- 
ted over 800 members. This 
year a larger membership is antici- 
pated as an extensive advertising 
plan Ms being worked out whereby 
the students may learn of the activi- 
ties of the organization. 

The Y. M. C. A.'s program is a 
unified and progressive plan to give 
men opportunities to develop in 
Christian leadership, stir up loyalty 
for K. S. A. C. and boost the col- 
lege over the state. Some of the 
features of the year's activities are: 
The Go-to-college teams, fostered 
and handled by the Y, M. C. A., visit- 
ed 59 high schools last year, having 
a total enrolment of 22,976.

Chemical engineering Is a new 
course at K. S. A. C. and opened for 
the first lime this fall. It Id a course 
that alms to train the student In the 
principles of both engineering and 
chemistry. Although it Is primarily 
a chemical course, it Is based on four 
of the physical sciences, namely, 
chemistry, physics, mathematics, and 
engineering. Its purpose Is to give 
a training that will enable the grad- 
nates In chemical engineering to get 
a working knowledge of the prin- 
ciples of engineering as applied to 
the various chemical industries. 

According to Professor King, the 
■tudentH who have been graduated 
here have been handicapped In some 
Instances because they had no knowl- 
edge of engineering. "In this 
course," said Professor King, "we 
are.at tempting to remedy this situa- 
tion. We are going to give a train- 
ing that will not only fit our grad- 
uates for work In a chemical labor- 
atory but alHO a training that will 
allow them to carry on research work 
In chemical fl iritis, and the closely 
related fields of engineering. At the 
present time we have no research 
laboratory, hut have asked for the 
money to equip on«. As the fresh- 
man courses do not require a re- 
search laboratory, we intend to have 
it In readiness fur Bophomnre work 
next year. It Is our Intention at 
present to put our new equipment fn 
the old dairy hall, as the cement 
floors In two of the basement rooms 
are well fitted for the heavy machin- 
ery that will be required. 

When the new research laboratory 
Is finished, It will he possible for stu- 
dents who wish to carry on research 
work in various fields such as those 
of paints, dyes, and pigments, and In 
several branches of engineering. 
"One of bhe fields that present vast 
opportunities In resesrch," said Doc- 
tor King, "Is that of the automobile 
engine. Present automobile engines 
are only 20 per cent efficient and an 
Improvement of only 5 per cent 
would mean the saving of thousands 
of dollars. It Is for such work as 
this that our graduates will be 
trained. The very reason that chem- 
istry Is in some way related to every- 
thing that goes on In the world 
makes the field of chemical engineer- 
ing a Tery promising one. I do not 
believe that any field has a greater 
future, and anyone that is Interested 
In chemistry, and who has the Initia- 
tive and ambition to forge ahead, is 
assured of a bright future. In fact, 
one of our graduates, Mr. J. H. 
Young of the class of '14, discovered 
a new paint for structural steel, and 
la now employed by the H. H. Rob- 
ertson company, or Pittsburgh, Pa., 
at a salary of 1 15,000 a year." 



MnsWtestose Retains 

Mr. M. H. Mugglestone, superin- 
tendent of the college poultry farm, 
has returned from England, where 
he spent the summer. He says that 
England Is several years behind the 
United States In methods of feeding 
and housing poultry. The English 
also practice crossbreeding to a 
great extent, and therefore their mar- 
ket poultry and eggs lack uniformity. 
English* poultry also lack the gain 
In vigor which is found In the flocks 
in this country.

According to Prof. H. H. King, 
all of last year's graduates In Indus- 
trial chemistry have positions, and 
are making good. Although It is not 
known exactly the kind of work that 
each is doing, all of them are fol- 
lowing some branch of the chemical 
field.

Frank Wooster, Western Electric 
company, Chicago; H. H. Dutton, 
Chicago; Manuel Ortiz, Kansas City; 
I. V. Williams, state grain depart- 
ment, Kansas City; A. L. Rapp, 
Sewall Paint company, Kansas City, 
Mo.; L. R. Still, Kansas City- C. O. 
Frey, a junior last year, end a labor- 
atory assistant In the department, Is 
employed In the government labora- 
tories at Washington, D. C. Ray E. 
Coe, also of last year's class, is at- 
tending school at the University of 
Wisconsin, and Is the only one of 
last year's graduates that Is pursuing 
graduate work.

Coarse Prove* Costly far States 
Ignorant Of Rolen 

A class in postal education for col- 
lege students Is being oonducted by 
Postmaster George Frank this week. 
Fifteen or 20 students dropped In 
during the opening day to have their 
ignorance eliminated. The fee for 
instruction Is In some cases rather 
high. One girl paid |4.39 for a Ave 
minute interview. 

The instruction concerns the 
clause in the United States Postal 
laws relating to attempts to send 
matter or higher class at a lower 
class rate. 

As a result or a letter rrom the 
postmaster general's office, laundry 
bags mailed home by students are 
being opened. Appoxlmately 30 
were opened at the local office Mon- 
day and Tuesday, and out of the 30 
over 20 were found to contain writ- 
ten or printed matter. Most of them 
were mailed at Manhattan but a few 
were coming In and It was the own- 
ers or the incoming bags that suffer- 
ed most severely. 

In the case or the 34.39 charge the 
girl's mother had enclosed a short 
note written on scrap paper. The few

written words converted the parcel 
from fourth to Drat class material 
and Increase the rate to two cents 
per ounce. 

The owners of the packages mailed 
here were more fortunate, as they 
were able to remove the offending 
material before it reacbed the malls 
proper. Provision for a II 00 fine Is 
made In the postal act for such as 
offense but Postmaster Frank ex- 
cuses college students on the grounds 
of Ignorance. 

Colonel Frank suggests that It 
they wish to send notes or letters 
with their laundry It would be wise 
to enclose the matter In an envelope 
bearing a two cent stamp, and to tie 
the envelope on the outside of the 
package.

The only 
effect that we can sect so far la one 
of depression. The appearance of 
the campus has been deadened hy the 
absence of (in- cars parked along. Ihe 
driveway hy Kedzta Hall and the Li- 
brary. The row of automobiles which 
has heretofore been parked lu this 
section has an added appearance, of 
progress, modernity and life to an 
otherwise empty spot durliiK class 
periods. Of course between periods, 
hi noon and In the morning- and eve- 
ning there are students enough to 
furnish all the life necessary. 

But It is while clauses are being 
held that most visitors come to the 
campus and the effect of the blank- 
ness of the grounds Is depressing In 
this modern age. A row of motor 
cars seems to lend a touch of life and 
vigor and progress, even while class- 
es are In session. Of course, some 
of the cars are still present on the 
grounds but they are so hidden as to 
be almost negligible In serving this 
purpose.

Violators Before Committee 
Violators of the new rule laid 
down by the executive council will 
be brought to trial before the discip- 
line committee of the S, S. G. A. and 
will be subject to penalties decreed 
by that committee. 

The action last night Is the result 
of numerous com pi slots by college 
authorities and students regarding 
the type of dancing now In vogue at 
the varsity dances at Harrison's. 
According to Jerry Dowd, president 
of the S. S. G. A., the ban was plac- 
ed In the interest of the continuance 
of future dancing. 

Public Welfare league Objects 
The dances at Harrison's this year 
have resulted In complaints being 
filed by the Public Welfare League 
of Manhattan, Since all paid dances 
In Manhattan are under the super- 
vision of this league It was neces- 
sary for the college authorities to 
take some action. Dances last year 
were alio criticized, but no definite 
complaint was filed. 

Only last week complaints reached 
the state board of administration at 
Topeka about dancing In the state in- 
stitutions. The objections came 
principally from the State Teachers' 
College at Emporia, and the state 
agricultural college, according to 
press reports. The state board re- 
fused to become entangled In the 
matter and left it entirely up to the 
student body.

Tbe Kansas Aggies started the 
football season right last Saturday 
when they defeated Washburn uni- 
versity 23 to on tbe Kansas free 
fair grounds In Topeka.

Among these was a trainload of Ag- 
gie rooters, and bands from the two 
schools. 

The Aggie scores came from two 
touchdowns by Mildrexter and one 
by Havley, two goat kicks after 
touchdowns by Cochrane, and a drop 
kick by Cochrane. 

Havley Surprise, of Game 
Chester Havley, Aggie halfback, 
was the surprise of the game, when 
he went in as a substitute for Hoff- 
man. Havley made several big gains 
through the line and made one of 
the touchdowns. 

Captain Lyle Munn, right end, 
Harter, center, and Keefer, tackie, 
the only veterans on the Aggie squad, 
were taken out soon after tbe game 
started, As the Aggies continued to 
advance a number of new men were 
put in. At one time there were 10 
sophomores In the game. 

Two Penalties Against Aggies 

The game was a good one for the 
Aggies as it showed the green men 
their faults. Two penalties were 
made against the team because sub- 
stitutes talked before the first play 
after they went in. 

The Ichabods were unable to gain 
ground. Even when they bad the ball 
tbey gained more for the Aggies than 
they did for themselves. During tbe 
game they made 42 yeards In scrim- 
mage and lost 55. Bruce, quarter- 
back, lost several times on fumbles. 
At one time a pass from center went 
behind tbe Washburn goal line but 
was puuted out before the Aggies 
scored.

Will Eliminate All Rut One Olf-C&m- 
pns Financial Drive™ Commis- 
sion to Be Named Later 

Final approval of the Com- 
munity Chest plan was granted by 
tbe S. 8. G. A. executive council at 
its meeting last Tbursday evening. 
The resolution favoring tbo plan was 
adopted at a faculty council meeting 
last spring, and was approved by 
President W, M. Jardlne this fall. 

Tbe community Chest Idea Is an 
Innovation at K. 3. A. C. It provides 
for one general financial campaign 
in the fall to obtain funds for all off- 
campus activities, sucb as Near East 
Relief, Canton Christian College, tbe 
Student Friendship Fund, and other 
benevolent organisations. This will 
eliminate many drives, tag days, aud 
the like, that have been very obnox- 
ious to students In the past. 

The action taken by the Faculty 
Council last spring was as follows: "A 
resolution was presented by Dr. A. A. 
Holtx asking that tbe faculty council 
recommend to tbe 8. 8, G. A. and tbe 
president of tbe college that a com- 
mission be appointed to bring in 
findings regarding the desirability 
and possibility or having but one all- 
campus drive In the fall of each year 
to raise funds for benevolent causes 
outside the college and campus, that 
is. Canton Christian College. Near 
East Relief, Student Friendship 
Fund, etc. Should this plan be con- 
sidered desirable tbe commission will 
be Instructed to formulate plans for 
its organization." 

The commission has not yet been 
named, but will probably consist of 
one representative from the S. 8. G. 
A., one from the Faculty Council, 
and one appointed by the president. 



The Y. M. C. A. financial and 
membership drive started with a rush 
yesterday morning. Tbe various 
captains, lieutenants, and teams have 
been organized and every man in the 
college will be visited. Norris 
Thomassen is general chairman of 
the drive, Wayne Rogler and Ralph 
Blackledge have charge of fraterni- 
ties, George Montgomery is In charge 
of organized clubs, and Paul Pfeutze 
is in charge of canvassing men tha|r 
are not connected with organisations.

G, A., conducted religious ser- 
vices in over ten churches by means 
of Its gospel team and furnished 
music in over 35 services with its 
double quartet, conducted the fath- j 
er and son banquet and several otber 
activities for boys, and conducts 
weekly forums tor the students. 

Extension Team* Visit Student* 

The "Y" extension teams visited 
22,976 students, a little over one- 
half of all the high school students 
in Kansas, last year. It also has 
charge of several social functions on 
the hill, Including the annual water- 
melon feed, tbe freshman reception, 
tbe Thanksgiving party, and the 
Christmas party. These are only a 
few of the accomplishments of the 
organization.

The Band Concert 



la these days of cheap language, 
when nearly every critic Is profligate 
In bis use of the extravagant adjec- 
tive, one almost hesitates to give fall 
credit where credit is due, for fear 
of being classed with tbe shallow, 
the undlscriminatlng, whose only 
language la the superlative. On the 
other band one hesitates almost as 
much at modesty of statement, for 
fear tbat undeco rated opinion mar 
be altogether misinterpreted as 
damning with faint praise. Surely 
a Charybdls and Scylla of criticism 
that require tbe nicest sailing. 

Sincere appreciation, therefore, 
and, -not a desire to be a college 
booster, prompts one to say that tbe 
present band is tbe best band In the 
history of this Institution. The usual 
booster discount Is not to be de- 
ducted In this case; and If proof for 
the statement be necessary, It Is easy 
to bring fortb. 

College has been In session a little 
more than three weeks, and already 
tbe band has given three surprisingly 
creditable concerts — concerts, by the 
way. not of the spread-eagle variety, 
the "Stars and Stripes Forever" and 
"El CaQltan" found in the band rep- 
ertoire or every crossroad town; but 
concerts from tbe best of band liter- 
ature, and Including a range from 
"La Czarina" and selections from 
"The Chimes of Normandy" to tbe 
"Soldiers' Chorus" from "Tann- 
bauaer." 

Too much can never De said of Mr. 
Wheeler's direction. Even this early 
In the season, hfs band played with 
the assurance of a veteran organiza- 
tion. In the years that Mr. Wheeler 
has been here, be has ever been a 
bulwark for real musicianship; and 
bis concerts this year have been so 
many more examples of his never- 
failing sense of musical appropriate- 
ness. Had he chosen to be merely 
popular, he might have literally 
lifted the roof ofT the auditorium by 
a blaring of brasses and a pounding 
of drums. He chose, however, to 
give us a real concert. No doubt on 
the football field and the parade 
ground every member of the band 
will be given ample opportunity to 
test the endurance of his instrument 
and tho power of his lungs. In the 
assembly concert, other things were 
paramount. 

Jn attack, In response to direction, 
the band deserves high praise. Well- 
balanced Instrumentation, and flex- 
ibility In the clarinet and flute sec- 
tions are features of the organiza- 
tion. Only twice, and then for brief 
Intervals, did It seera that the direc- 
tor was drugging his band along 
with him. Never did any section get 
beyond his control; and In most cases 
Mr, Wheeler directed with tbat ef- 
fortless ease which we have come to 
feel Is Lis finest characteristic as a 
director. 

Certainly the bund concerts of this 
month have been of the most cheer- 
ing augury. — C, W. M.

EI6HT VALLEY SCHOOLS TO 
MEET IN MUSIC CONTEST 



K. 8. A. C. has one of the three 
largest schools of Engineering be- 
tween the Mississippi river and the 
Pacific Coast. Iowa and Texas are 
Its present rivals for first place. The 
enrolment in this division for the 
past two years has passed the six- 
teen hundred mark. The present 
collegiate enrolment Is HOC This 
shows an Increase of 12 per cent 
over the previous two years. The 
Increase is not due to a larger num- 
ber of freshmen enrolling in the div- 
ision, but to increased enrolment In 
sophomore, Junior, and senior classes. 
Last year degrees of master of 
science were granted to three 
students. There are now 41 

students In the division studying for 
master's degrees. 

Something of the success of the 
Division of Engineering Is evident In 
the fart that companies who have 
employed K. S. A. 0, trained engin- 
eers send In constant calls for more 
men. Of the 163 students of the 
division who were granted degrees of 
bachelor of science this year, all have 
been placed In desirable positions. 
Although the numher of graduates 
shows an Increase of 50 per cent 
over last year's class, many more 
men could . have been placed. 

Iliis Extension ffchool 
The work of the Division of 
Engineering, however, does not end 
with converting men Into exception- 
ally good engineers.- It has estab- 
lished an extension division, conduct- 
ing road schools and power farming 
schools, the college service depart- 
ment, which has supervision over 
Improvements, repairing, and the 
erection of new huildlngH, and the 
engineering experiment station. 

Tested IO.OOO Samples 
During the past year the experi- 
ment station has tested 10,000 
samples of materlnl for hard surface 
roads. Approved materials have 
been used In constructing eight hun- 
dred miles of hard surface roads 
under state and federal aid projects, 
Involving a sum of $21,370,000. This 
work has necessitated the building 
of fifteen branch ' laboratories at 
brick plants In various parts of the 
state, Representatives have visited 
the projects regularly in twenty- 
eight different counties. Their su- 
pervision has made it possible to use 
a great deal of local sand, gravel, 
and. rock, Instead of more expensive 
Imported materials. 

Tests Oil and Fuel 
Another Important service of the 
department has been In testing of oil 
and fuel used In the state Institu- 
tions. By testing the energy content 
Inferior products may be eliminated 
and Ibe purchase of fuel placed on 
a competitive basis.

Real Danger in Emporia 
Aggie fans refuse (o get excited 
about the possibility of a Wildcat de- 
feat in the game, hut the football 
dopester would not so far wrong In 
predicting a victory either way, ac- 
cording to those wbo watched the 
Teachers defeat Hays Normal last 
Saturday. The Yellowjacket line 
averages four pounds to the man

Ten yards was 
the longest gain made hy the Icha- 
bods during the game, and the Wash- 
burn stands rose and cheered as over 
a victory. Yet defensively the lcha- 
bods seem well drilled. The Aggies 
got sway for no spectacular gains, 
and attempted none, being content 
to smash, smash, smash for four and 
five yards at a time. 

All Given a Chance 

Bachman tried out most of his 
leading candidates for positions in 
the game to see what they would do 
"under fire." Nearly every one de- 
livered. Munn, Barter, and Keefer, 
regulars, were Jerked early, as

there. For a while an entire soph- 
omore team cavorted on the field, 
Cochrane went out. as quarter and 
Read came In, but still the march 
went on, 

Mildrexter, Feathers, Butcher, and 
Randall alternated at full, the suc- 
cessive changes making Ifttle differ- 
ence in the Aggies' onward march.

190 pounds. 

But Emporia is a big team, an ex- 
perienced team, and a sserappy team. 
A victory over the Aggies would 
mean much to them. The last time 
the schools met the Aggies were hard 
put to win. Maybe history can re- 
peat itself. Maybe not.

Several radical changes In the foot- 
ball rules will he enforced In the first 
home game of the season on Satur- 
day October 1 1 with the Emporia 
Teachers. The changes were decided 
upon last winter at n meeting of tha 
rules committee. 

Kicking i ec> AixiiMicd 
Chief among changes are those 
abolishing kicking tees, barring, "pas- 
sive interference" on the screen pass, 
shifting the try-for-polnt from tha 
five- to the (hree-yard line, and other 
alterations designed to speed up the 
gnri"\ 

A anmniary of changes follows: 

hi Kule 1, Section 3, the com m it- 
lee hni m'cled (is approval lo Hie so- 
iv-ii-d 'off- ■■ Konl msts so that 
either itiv!!;lil line p sts or offsets 
are legal. 

In Rule 3. Section 1, there Is an 
aie wit to the gen"t'ally increasing 
complaint dial > ertaiti stiff shoulder 
guards and prolectois were danger- 
ous. The committee has legislated 
I bat shoulder guard* must he padded 
outside as well as in si, In and dents 
must nut he dangerously sharp, and 
lias urged nil officials to relentlessly 
enforce every phase of the rule re- 
lating lo eiiuiptnent. 

I'nder Hule (i comes the elimina- 
tion of fees. All lees nrp swept out. 
of enlstence, but on plare-klck a 
player may hold the hall on the 
ground for the kicker. The hall Is 
now kicked off Horn the middle of 
the field Instead of from the 40-yard 
line. Section fl has been allered so 
thai any part of the player's person 
being out of bounds counts Just tha 
some as iiie foot. 

Under Rule 9, the committee has 
practically placed shirt plays In the 
hands of officials by legislating that 
players must come to nn absoluta 
stop and remain stationary in their 
now positions sufficiently long to pre- 
vent any doubt In Hie minds of the 
officials us to the legality of Ihe play. 

Point Trial nt Three Yards 

Rule 10— -The G-yard-llne has been 
changed to the 3-yard-llne on a try- 
for-polnt after touchdown. 

In Rule 14 is the evidence of the 
committee's desire to speed up tha 
game and prevent unnecessary and 
unreasonable delays. The official may 
arbitrarily call time whenever he 
thinks a team is unreasonably delay- 
ing putting the hall In play and may 
warn them or penalize them. In the 
case of calling of time for substitu- 
tions or for other reasons which ap- 
pear to the official to be with the- 
Intent of lengthening the game, In* 
may Instruct the timekeeper not to 
stop the watch but let time run on. 
Captains may now ask that time be 
called four times In each half, but 
the penalty for a greater number of 
requests has been Increased lo live 
yard*. 

Screen Pass Out * ~ 

In Rule ]il the screening of the 
forward pass has Ireen checked hy a 
ruling that Ineligible players must 
keep out of (he way of the players 
of the side which did not make the 
pass, else they are liable to a pen- 
ally for interfering with the defen- 
sive side's opportunity to reach the 
ball. The field Judge and umpire 
both are to watch violations under 
Section 3. 

Rule IT puts a slop to the receiv- 
er of the forward pass running out 
of bounds and then coming back Into 
the field of play lo receive the pass. 
Under this same rule Ihe last 10- 
yitrd penally remaining in the hook 
has been changed to 15 yards, name- 
ly, lnieniionally throwing a forward 
pass to the ground. It has been made 
legal to decline the penatty on a for- 
ward pass. 

Rule IK finishes up the entire mat- 
ter relating to on-side kicks. If a 
kicked ball crosses the scrimmage 
line, no one of the kicker's side can 
touch or recover the hall unill ft has 
' touched an opponent, but any man 
] may recover a kicked ball which has 
. aot crossed the line of scrimmage. 
Rule 23, Section S — A foul com- 
mitted behind the goal line which 
does not involve chanpe of posses- 
'dons of the hall is penalized one- 
; half distance to the goal line from 
; Ihe spot where Ihe hall was put in 
play. Section It has been expanded 
by the Instruction to the referee that 
I he shall explain alternative penalties 
I to the captain of the offended team.

NATIONAL AUTHORITY HAS IN* 
TERBHTINO DISCUSSION

What of toe college fraternity? 
Hu the Greek-letter group Increased 
It* Initiate! proportionately to tbe 
growth of tbe student bodies in 
America's colleges and universities, 
or Is tbe college fraternity dying 
out? 

It seems at first blush as though 
that famous old institution, dear to 
tbe hearts of several hundred thou- 
sand "old grads" and present stu 
dents, Is passing slowly from the pic 
ture. Fraternity men, steeped in the 
traditions of their "house," will be 
tbe first to deny that their nationals 
and locals are losing their hold; but 
a consideration by some of their 
leaders has reulted In a somewhat 
different conclusion. 

The war and attendant conditions 
caused an unprecedented Increase in 
student numbers during and after 
1920; total college enrolment 
Jumped 40 per cent during tbe two 
years prior to and Including that 
period. Presidents and deans of men 
throughout the country have called 
attention to this fact repeatedly. As 
William M. Lewis, president of 
George Washington university, said 
when he was Installed last year, 
"There Is a larger percentage of our 
youth attending colleges this year 
than attended high schools 30 years 
ago — this is a century of education, 
and therein ties a problem of stupen- 
dous difficulty for Institution and In- 
dividual. Because of the universal 
awakening of appreciation of the 
value of education there are flocking 
to the doors of universities countless 
thousands." 

Danger* Threaten System 

Two dangers threaten the frater- 
nity system which need recognition. 
Colleges may exclude the frater- 
nities, ss Princeton does, or state leg- 
latures may by enactment declare 
tbem illegal. 

One may add that nonfraternlty 
residence halls for men, approximat- 
ing In elegance the fraternity houses, 
also greatly assist in placing the 
"barb" upon a somewhat equal foot- 
ing with the fraternity brother. 

Judge Bayes' frank admission con- 
cerning the democratization of fra- 
ternities may not be to the liking of 
impulsive young fraternity men 
who have been wearing their Insignia 
of membership only a few years. 
9 More than a half million of the some 
700,000 initiated since the American 
fraternity system was founded 174 
years ago are still alive, and the 
question is vital to all those living 
members. The truth of his state- 
ment must be admitted In the light 
of facts; and certainly the frater- 
nities are taking steps to bolster up 
their waning numerical strength. 

As a background for the story nf 
bow the fraternities are trying to fill 
up their ranks, let It be recounted 
that the fraternity system consists of 
approximately 800 societies with 



4,600 chapters In 660 colleges. Of 
this number, approximately 1,000 
chapters are members of honorary 
scholastic societies and make little ef- 
fort, If any, to maintain active social 
groups. 

Eleven Hundred House* 

Approximately 2,800 of tbe re- 
maining 3,600 chapters live In col- 
lege homes of their own provision. 
Some 1,100 of these are owned by 
their occupants and cost about $21,- 
000,009. Furnishings of the homes 
that are leased, according to frater- 
nity figures, have cost the chapters 
about 1 8, 00 0,0 00 more. At present, 
about 00,000 college men and women 
live under their own roofs, and ef- 
forts are being made to Increase the 
owned homes. Five thousand 
freshmen, In round numbers, are In- 
itiated each year, while 7,000 older 
boys are elected to honorary frater- 
nities and societies in recognition for 
meritorious work In the classroom. 

This really remarkable growth, 
alongside a more rapidly increasing 
student body, had Us inception In 
"Tbe Flat Hat Club," at tbe College 
of William and Mary, In 1750, a 
literary and social society which held 
regular meetings, bad a secret hand- 
clasp and issued to its members tbe 
first fraternity badge, circular In 
form, one and three-sixteenths Inches 
Id diameter, with plain, smooth 
edges. As the tradlton is told, the 
first badge was worn by James Innes, 
distinguished as attorney-general of 
Virginia after Edmund Randolph. 
"Tbe Flat Hat Club" lasted some 20 
years, no definite record of Its pro- 
ceedings appearing after 1772. 
Thomas Jefferson, In a letter written 
to John D. Taylor, of Maryland, 
stated that he was a member of this 
club and that "out of It the Phi Beta 
Kappa, founded In 1778, might have 
arisen." 

Phi Beta Kappa was organised by 
five students In William and Mary on 
December 6. John Heath was chosen 
Its first president. This society, 
whose golden key is now so familiar 
among college graduates as evidence 
of scholastic achievement by Its 
possessor among books, was the first 
society to adopt an Hellenic name 
and to use the Greek alphabet In 
naming Its individual chapters. This 
society and Sigma XI, the honorary 
scientific society, have now nothing 
except Greek letters In common wltb 
fraternities. 

Banned at Princeton 
The next Important society bearing 
Oreek letters was formed at the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina at about 
the beginning of the War of 1812, 
while In 1813 a local fraternity of 
short duration sprang Into being at 
Tale. At Princeton, In 1824, a Oreek 
organisation was Btarted, but tbe 
faculty effectively put an end to it 
the following year and for all time 
at Princeton. 

By tbe middle of the century, fif- 
teen fraternities with many 
I) rune ties had bi>i>n formed In several 
colleges; and during tbe following 
10 years the number had Increased 
to 26. By 1886, 376 chapters had 
been organized, of which 91 had 
censed their activities because of 
faculty displeasure. Only one new 
fraternity was added to the list be- 
tween 1889 and 1890, but the num- 
ber of active chapters increased to 
762. 

The number of fraternities had in- 
creased to 37 by 1900. with 946

chapters actively participating in the 
work of the organisation; and, in 
1822, the records tell of 2,000 active 
chapters In 66 nationals, with 60,000 
active members, to whom 20,000 new 
initiate! are being added each year. 

To arrive at their present strength, 
the college fraternities have passed 
through many vicissitudes, probably 
the most challenging of which have 
been tbe antl-fraternlty crosades, 
waged periodically in many states. 
The true cause of opposition In the 
earlier days to student secret socie- 
ties Is ascribed by f rater nlty men as 
the "atmosphere of distrust and nar- 
row sectarianism In which tbe facul- 
ty minds had been reared. When they 
bad been students there had been no 
■uch thing as Individual responsibili- 
ty; and they still believed that the 
new generation should conform to 
the restricted conditions as they 
themselves had done a generation 
before." 

As a result of the Intense opposi- 
tion, the fraternities passed through 
a state or extreme secrecy. So rigor- 
ous were some of the fraternity laws 
that a member dared not wear bis 
pin on outer garments; nor could he 
declare that his fraternity bad a 
chapter at another college without 
that chapter's permission. The se- 
crecy with which the members re- 
garded their oaths and Information 
of each other's membership depended 
largely upon the degree of faculty 
opposition. 

Opposition Is Decreasing 

The government of the various 
chapters began to mend after 1870, 
and With that change opposition 
Slowly withdrew, until today, while 
It la occasionally bitterly fought In 
some sections, oppostlon to college 
fraternities, not being efficiently or- 
ganised. Is generally of little Import. 

It Is reported by a fraternity inves- 
tigating committee that, of the ap- 
proximately 900 Institutions of col- 
legiate rank in the United States and 
Canada, there are no restrictions in 
about 660 of them, and "the at- 
titudes of the college authorities 
toward them (fraternities) ranged 
all the way from ignoring them en- 
tirely to full recognition and closest 
cooperation between the authorities 
and tbe fraternities." 

The committee found that in 200 
of tbe In Btl tut Ions there are neither 
fraternities nor sororities, and it de- 
clared that an impossible environ- 
ment explained the absence of the 
units In many of these. In several 
of these institutions the fraternities 



were absent even though no restric- 
tions had been imposed. 

Restrictions of various kinds— col- 
lege regulations, sectarian objections, 
traditional opposition or legislative 
prohibitions — appeared in 117, while 
In 98 the absence was ascribed to 
"conditions Inherent" In tbem. Ad- 
ministration rules and church Inhi- 
bitions rule tbem out In 22 colleges. 

The most recent skirmishes be- 
tween fraternity leaders and the law 
have taken place In the south. A 
movement to repeal the anti-fratern- 
ity law, originating in the student 
body of the University of South Caro- 
lina, In 1920, failed In that state, and 
a second attempt at the same result 
was halted by the fraternity people 
when they decided it was not the 
proper time to urge the measure. A 
similar agitation for repeal of an 
an ti- fraternity measure In Mississippi 
has not yet borne fruit. Four anti- 
fraternity bills were prepared in Tex- 
as during late 1922 and early 1928, 
one of which had Its inception In the 
student body of Che University of 
Texas. A special fraternity commit- 
tee was appointed to deal with the 
situation, and as a result, none of 
them were Introduced. 

President Cooltdge Belongs 

Fraternities, which, by the way, are 
Indigenous In the United Slates, are 
too firmly rooted to be driven out of 
American colleges and universities. 
They are less secret now than they 
were when first formed. Too many 
prominent public men, Including such 
representatives as President Calvin 
Cool Id ge, Secretary of State Charles 
Evans Hughes, and Qhief Justice 
William Howard Taft, have spent 



their college day* in fraternity 
bouses, to permit attacks to be suc- 
cessfully launched against the sys- 
tem. 

The fraternities "see the light" In 
the matter of telling the world what 
the fraternity means. The interfra- 
ternity Conference Committee on 
publicity sets forth three alms for 
which they strive, the two most im- 
portant of which are keeping the 
college authorities Informed of fra- 
ternity happenings, and trying to 
educate the general public to a "full- 
er appreciation of the fraternity 
Ideals and accomplishments." — The 
Dearborn Independent.

The tint athletic ground* used by 
the college were In the city park near 
the diamond! used at the present 
time. Baseball waa the first game 
played by the students, who were not 
then organized. The faculty played 
groups of students and boarding and 
rooming houses had nines. This was 
about 10 years ago. 

Later the athletic association was 
organised- Matches were played 
with Kansas at that time, and games 
were played In the square where the 
Bluemont school now Is. This lot 
was used tor baseball and football for 
st number of years- 

Then the matter of buying' proper- 
ty near the campus Ipr use as an ath- 
letic ground was brought up. As 
property waa so high. It was decided 
to use the southwest corner of the 
campus for the grounds, although 
there was some discussion of using 
the ground west of the engineering 
building. 

Bleachers were brought from the 



park for the game* and a dressing 
room waa built. Football and base- 
ball games, and track meets were 
held there. 

In December 1916, a field day van 
held for the purpose of Improving 
the grounds. All of the men stu- 
dents snd faculty worked enlarging 
the grounds, tiling the field, and mov- 
ing the course of the ravine. The 
rest of the student body prepared 
dinner for the workers. 

Two years ago work was begun on 
the stadium. The ravine was again 
changed, the water being carried 
away underground. The ground! now 
are used for football and track.

Although the average mean tem- 
perature during September was 
recorded by the college weather bu- 
reau as tour degrees below the SO 
yesr average little Injury to crops 
was done by frost, Prof. J. O. Ham- 
ilton of the physics department re- 
ports. Light frosts occurred on the 
twenty-eighth, twenty-ninth, snd the 
thirtieth, doing some damage to ten- 
der crops In low ground. 

The average temperature for the 
month was 64.71 degrees as opposed 
to the average mean September tern* 
perature of 38.65. The highest tem- 
perature was 95 degrees on the 
fourth, several degrees below the 
records of 1D9 In 1891 and 107 In 
1021. The lowest temperature dur- 
ing the past month was 26. The low- 
est September temperature on record 
here is 25 degrees In 1876. 

Rainfall measured 2,51 Inches, 
somewhat less than the normal Sep- 
tember precipitation of 3.30 Inches. 
Tbe highest rainfall record for Sep- 
tember Is that of 1916 when 8.12 
Inches fell, and September, 1893, 
holds ihe low record with .36 of an' 
Inch.

We Do Not -Realize 
Value of Inventions, 
Says Chinese Student 

"I came to the United States to 
learn all I can regarding the country,

PROPER EGG HATCHAHUn 

K\|Krlm.nCM of Professors Hught-s 

and Payne Prove Ultra-Violet 

and Hun's Rays Best 

That the kind of tight to which 
bens are exposed has a very definite 
effect on tbe health of the fowls and 
the hatchablllty of eggs produced 
has been shown by Prof. L, F. Payne, 
bead of the department of poultry 
husbandry, working with Prof. J. S. 
Hughes of the department of chem- 
istry. A report on the Investigation- 
al work of Professor Payne and Dr. 
Hughe* was read at a recent meeting 
of the American Association of Poul- 
try Instructors and Investigators at 
Raleigh, N. C. 

Ultra-violet light and sunlight 
were used In the experiment, and 
their value proved. Importance of 
an open or glass front hen house 
also was shown in the work. 

The experiment was performed at 
the college. In carrying out the ex- 
periment, two pens ot hens were 
used. For the first two weeks tbe 
hens In one pen were exposed to 
Ultra-violet light, while the hens In 
the other received only the light of 
the room. At tbe end of this period, 
the hens in the first pen were In 
good health and their eggs had a 
high percentage of hatchablllty, 
while the hens in pen two were un- 
healthy and their eggs had a low per- 
centage of hatchablllty. During the 
next two weeks tbe process was re- 
versed, with tbe result that Just the 
opposite effect was obtained. 

This is one of the most successful 
accomplishments of Professors 
Hughes and Payne, who have been 
working together on experiments for 
some time. They expect to carry 
thla experiment further in an effort 
to determine which has the greatest 
effect on the hnlehablUty of eggs. 
Ultra-violet light, or sunlight.

Missouri and Drake seem to be the 
only two valley teams showing unus- 
ually powerful elevens this early In 
the season. Missouri In her first 
game conquered Chicago, another big 
ten member, by a small score and 
then last Saturday won a non-con- 
ference game quite easily. Drake has 
played two games outside the valley 
■o far and won both. They Jour- 
neyed to Utah for the first battle and 
stayed in Das Moines last Saturday. 
Drake placed second In the valley 
last year. Its percentage of games 
won was exactly the same as Neb- 
raska's but the Huskers gained more 
prestige from their victories and 
sports authorities generally conceded 
her the championship. 

And then we have hopes of a Wild- 
oat championship although it Is too 
early to know the Aggies' power 
against teams of valley caliber. The 
defeat of Wasburn was accomplished 
easily enough but the Normal game 
looked somewhat dangerous at times. 
Kansas conference dope places the 
Bmporlans among the strong contend- 
ers for the state championship and 
If they are as strong as they are sup- 
posed to be last Saturday's victory 
speaks well for the Aggies. 

The Ames team may continue their 
winning streak and place high in the 
standings but It Is doubtful. Its win 
over Kansas university was due more 
to K. U. weaknesses than to Iowa 
State strength. Kansas university 
seems to be on the down grade In 
football at present but a surprise may 
be looked lor from Lawrence at any 
time.

"1 am tired 
of the curved elbow, the limp wrist, 
the dangling hand, the lifted knee, 
the thrown-back head, th« parted 
mouth, the Inarticulate bust — re- 
strained by a bathrobe cord — , the 
pointed finger of innocence leveled 
at the oppressor of Belgium, the look 
that registers horror, the look that 
registers woe, and the look that reg- 
isters that spring Is here. 

"I am tired of beholding three 
young things In their chemises, each 
with one raised hand loosely clasp- 
ing the raised hands of the others 
and one leg floating In the air be- 
hind her, registering a basket of 
flowers. 

"I am tired of baby-blue, bassinet- 
pink, hope-chest white, undefined 
longing-lilac, suppressed desire-yel- 
low, and maiden's halr-mauve." 
Miss Boyd has discovered what Is 



wrong with the modern verslom of 
the Greek dance. "There are too 
many unattended ladles In It," she 
says. "Women are always monoto- 
nous In group* of more than one." 
- Artists of the pep and typewriter 
who are prone to discouragement 
after receiving the twenty-seventh 
rejection slip should read Miss Boyd's 
advice to the art-lorn: "Remember 
this. When all else falls, two cour- 
ses remain to a man: he can always 
give lectures on the drama, or edit 
anthologies of verse; for neither of 
these Is either talent or training 
necessary." 

One feels that the author of "Dis- 
tressing Dialogues" is having a lot 
of fun saying Just what she pleases, 
that she's making up for a child- 
hood misspent In the ways of 
righteousness. "As a child I was the 
soul of honor." she states frankly. 

"Nay, more, I was honor's liver 

and lights. 1 was one of those teach 
er-teacber-I-know and please-let-me 
wasb-t he-bl ackboard-f or-you child- 
ren. ... At Sunday school .... the 
Beatitudes and the Ten Command- 
ments were to my tongue as the 
street and number of my bouse: and 
never for one Impious moment did 
It slip my mind that James and 
John were the sons of Zebedee. . . . 
My college days were saccharine with 
filial submission and glutinous with 
social seal. I wan treasurer of all 
the societies for the promotion of. 
the prevention of, and the benefit 
of." 

Some of the most sprightly satires 
in the book are "How to Be Happy 
Though Good," in which Miss Boyd 
repents of her mild youth and takes 
the negative side of the "virtue Is Its 
own reward" question: "Art and 
How to Pake It," "Here Comes the 
Bride," "Ships and Sealing Wax," 
"Rolls and Salt." and "Tea for the 
Muse." There are really choice bits 
In "The Implacable Aphrodite" aid 
"Two Souls With But a Single 
Thought," and "I Like Americans" 
la — , but one must stop somewhere, 
even when reviewing as delightful 
and quotable a volume as "Distress- 
ing Dialogues." — J. F. H.

That is an Intolerable situa- 
tion when we actually have a college 
yell of many years' standing, one 
which has rolled across the gridiron 
for generations; one which embodies 
courage, power, faith, and has 
warmed the heart of many a lagging 
warrior; one which brings the root- 
er's head up with a snap and swells 
his heart. But this yell has been 
discarded, and why? Strange. Isn't it, 
that Aggie rooters found it good for 
30 years and then dropped it in 1922. 
I have heard It said that the coaches 
did not like the yell because it bad 
no pep. That, however. Is no reason 
for discontinuing Its use. We are 
all backing the coaches In building a 
winning Aggie team. We will back 
them to the last ditch and then jump 
In the ditch with them If necessary. 
but I don't belive we should be asked 
not to use our Aggie yell. Do you 
think Tor one minute that Missouri 
would give up their "Hurray! Hur- 
rah! Mlszou! Mlzzou!" or Kansas her 
"Rock Chalk!" because the coaches 
did not like those yells? Not in a 
million years! Why? Because those 
yelis are a badge of brotherhood be- 
tween graduates of those institutions 
the world over. A "Rock Chalk" 
given In the Grand Central Station 
would draw a crowd of Kansas men 
together In a twinkling. And that is 
the way it should be with our be- 
loved "Jay Rah!" Alumni every- 
where know and love the old yell. 
Wherever they get together they yell 
It and your heart would swell to hear 
tbem do it. But what are the alum- 
ni of the coming years going to yell 
at alumni meetings? "Fifteen rahs?" 
I can't Imagine such a situation and 
I know a lot of other alumni who 
can't. After some of the games last 
year I heard old grads express bitter 
disappointment that "Jay Rah!" was 
not yelled. 

I will admit that the coaches, or 
anyone else, had cause for complaint 
about the lack of pep In tbe old yell 
the way It was yelled the last year It 
was used. That was the fault of the 
cheerleaders, however, and not of 
the yell. It la a cheer that cannot be 
used If the leaders do not know it 
thoroughly and work together on it, 
and If they cannot carry the rooters 
with them. Very often the cheer 
was started at a key too high or too 
low for a majority of the rooters. 
There Is no excuse for that with the 
band always present to give the 
proper key. Neither can this yell be 
properly given without practice, but 
what are pep meetings for if not for 
yell practice? Every freshman 
ought to know "Jay! Rah!" by heart 
before next Saturday. Yea! every 
Aggie ought to know It, and when 
the team comes on the field that day 
old "Jay! Rah!" ought to roll out to 
them with such power as to cause 
every purple clad warrior to grit his 
teeth, clench his fists and resolve to 
set the Jay hawk back on hie 
haunches.

V. B. NAVAL RESERVE BEGUN 

Includes Four Year Cows* with 
Throe Hours' Naval Twining 

The Navy department announced 
on August 2« that It hopes to com- 
pete with the Reserve Officers' Train- 
ing Corps in the colleges and univer- 
sities of the country. Beginning 
this fsll with two units of the U. 8- 
Naval Reserve In George Washington 
university and St. John's college, An- 
napolis, "It will be spread as broad- 
ly as the R. O. T. C. it it proves suc- 
cessful," according to the Washing- 
ton Post. 

"It has been pointed out that tne 
establishment of these units by the 
Navy Department has as one of its 
chief alms the spread of naval knowl- 
edge to the middle west areas where 
little is known of the navy. It Is 
hoped that these units connected 
with the large universities of that 
section o*» educate the people ef- 
fectually In the problems of the navy 
and the importance it bears to na- 
tional life." 

The course will be a four year 
elective course with approximately 
three hours a week devoted to tech- 
nical naval subjects. In addition to 
two hours In history and mathe- 
mallCH In the regular university cur- 
riculum. The work done In this 
course will count towards a degree. 
Its students will be enrolled as mid- 
shipmen of the Naval Reserve, re- 
ceiving no pny except $50 for uni- 
form, hut they will be expected to 
take a three months' cruise In sum- 
mer In the practice squadron for 
which they will receive approximate- 
ly $8» a month, the regular pay or a 
midshipman of the navy at sea.— The 
New Student. , .

At the close of the debate, how- 
ever, only 629 people cast ballots In 
the first audience decision held at K, 
S. A. C. Of the 629, I 149 staled that 
their leaning toward the League of 
Nations proposals bad been lessened 
and 1 SO Indicated their favorable 
views on the League of Nations had 
been strengthened. 

Agglw Vphold V. s. Stand 

The resolution, "Resolved: That 
this house upholds America's refusal 
to Join the League of Nations," was 
upheld by tbe Aggies, with Oxford 
taking the negative. 

The outstanding arguments In the 
series of six excellent presentations 
were delivered by M. K. MacDonald 
of Oxford, son of Premier MacDon- 
ald, and by Robert Hedburg of K. S. 
A. C. Mr. MacDonald 'a talk was par- 
ticularly interesting because of It 
being a sort of semi-official statement 
of the views of the present English 
government. 

The premier's son emphasized the 
fact that In the last few months the 
Influence of the league has brought 
France and England Into much clos- 
er harmony and that It has changed 
public opinion materially in the (wo 
countries. He staled that the chief 
trouble with the American argument 
Is that ft Is out of date. 

Meet K. V. Monday 

The Oxford team members who 
attended the K. U. -Aggie football 
game went to Lawrence where they 
met the K. V. debaters last night. 
They then (ravel up ln(o lown, back 
to Indiana and north again Into Can- 
ada where they will make an exten- 
sive tour. Berore returning to Eng- 
land they plan to spend a month and 
a half touring Australia and New 
Zealand. 

A chance that their trip may be 
broken up is contained, however. In 
the fact that young MacDonald Is 
a candidate for election to parlia- 
ment and If he is elected he will re- 
turn Immediately. 

All three men arc graduates of 
Oxford, MacDonald and Woodruff 
having finished in 1923, and Holtls

Progress Makes It 
More Difficult to 
Be Self-Made Man 

In the future not many Aggie 
alumnt will be able to tell the tale 
that they made their way through 
college by rising at 4 o'clock In. the 
morning to milk six or seven cows 
before attending classes. 

Machinery has again usurped band 
labor, this time in the form of a four 
unit milking machine, which has re- 
cently been installed at the college 
dairy. Now on,ly the eight cows 
which have to be milked four times 
dally are milked by hand, the rest of 
the herd being milked by the 
mechanical dairy maid. 

Before the advent ot the suction 
milker, Aggie students played valet 
to the "bossies." but they were often 
unreliable, sometimes taking an ex- 
tra "shut eye" and being late, or 
dropping the Job altogether. With 
the new milker, the cows do not have 
to accustom ihemselves to a perhaps 
half-dozen "hands" per year but can 
go ahout their business of breaking 
records without having the serenity 
of their bovine existence interrupted 
by unpunctual milkers. 



sas, Colorado, Florida, Kansas, 
Louisiana, Missouri, New Maxlco, 
and Oklahoma, voters who are absent 
from their home precinct but who 
are in other parts of the state are 
permitted to vote by mall. 

On account of the difference in the 
absentee voting law of the various 
etates, there Is no universal pro- 
cedure. The usual method 1b to 
write to the county auditor or 
tounty clerk during the thirty days 
preceding the election, stating that 
the voter will be absent from his 
home precinct on election day. He 
must give his legal residence and poll- 
lug precinct In connection with his 
application for an official ballot, It 
it Is found that the applicant is en- 
titled to vote, an affidavit blank and 
mi ortlclal ballot are forwarded to 
him. The voter must then go be- 
fore a notary public, postmaster, or 
other official authorized to admin- 
ister oalhs. sign the affidavit and 
mark his ballot in the presence of the 
official and forward It by mall In 
time tor election. 

Students living In Kansas who are 
outside of their voting precinct, and 
who do not live In second class towns 
may vote at the third ward on elec- 
tion day without registering.

re rni it Costing of Ballots Away 

From Home 

Absentee voting laws will make It 
possible tor students from 32 states 
to cast their votes at the coming 
election, November 4, provided they 
have compiled with the registration 
laws of their respective states. 

The states which permit qualified 
voters temporarily absent from the 
state on election day, to vote at both 
primary and general elections are: 
Alabama, California, Idaho, Illinois, 
Indiana, Iowa, Maine, Michigan, Min- 
nesota. Mississippi. Montana, Neb- 
raska, Nevada, North Carolina, North 
Dakota, Oregon, South Dakota, Ten- 
nessee, Vermont, Virginia, Washing- 
ton, West Virginia, Wisconsin, Ohio, 
and Wyoming. 

The following seven states permit 
voting by mall on general elections 
only: Arizona, Delaware, Massa- 
chusetts, New Jersey, New York, 
Texas, and Utah,

equalled the six points of the Ben- 
gal touchdown with two Held 
goals from Dewey Houston's toe. 

The gods which guide kickers 
turned to Missouri In 1920 when 
Chuck Lewis' field goal gave the Tig- 
ers victory, 10 to 7, lint away in 1921 
and 1922, when superior punting 
brought the breaks for the Aggie* 
that gave them two consecutive 
wins. 

Last year fumbles behind the goal 
line on punt formal ion forced the 
Wildcats to deliver two safeties io the 
Tigers, against one Intentional of- 
fered by the Bengals when they were 
close pressed in the mud near the 
end of the game.

Two of the moat crucial games ot 
the 1924 football season are sched- 
uled for tomorrow. When the 
whistles blow ending these two con- 
tests In all probability two o( the 
present valley leaders will drop from 
first place. Of course there la a pos- 
sibility of a tie In one or both cases 
as all four teams are very evenly 
matched. 

The Wildcat machine will contest 
the University of Missouri while Ok- 
lahoma takes on Drake.

WILDCATS DEFEATED BCT NOT 
BEATEN LAST SATURDAY 



Though Tiger* Won Game They 

Were Outplayed In Practically 

Every Department 
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Outrcored but far from "crushed," 
the Kansas Aggies met their first de- 
feat of the season at the hands of 
the Missouri Tigers at Columbia last 
Saturday, 14 to 7. 

Aggies Gain Nearly Double Yardage 
But though the score gave the 
Tiger victory, what a shame the 
scorer could not .take into account 
that tbe Aggies gained nearly double 
the yardage from scrimmage that 
wsb credited to the winning Tiger. 
It la a most, glorious defeat when the 
defeated has earned 12 first downs 
to tbe enemy's two. when the team 
on the short end of the score tries 
Tl offensive plays to the victor's 37; 
when a drop kick from the 65 yard 
line that might have broken a world's 
football record Tell a few feet short 
of its aim, directly between the goal 
posts. 

But that is what happened to tbe 
Kansas Aggies at Missouri last Sat- 
urday. The Tiger won. Won cleanly 
and fairly and after a hard battle, 
as is always the case when Wildcat 
and Tiger meet. All honor to the 
Tiger. But where did he get that 
rabbit's foot? 

During three quarters of the game 
Missouri was on tbe defensive, yet in 
two of those quarters she scored. In 
the third, when the Tiger held the 
edge over the Wildcat, Missouri could 
not score. 

Aggies Play Offensive First Quarter 
During the first quarter the Aggies 
were on the offensive. Continually 
on the offensive. And fire minutes 
after the start of the second quarter 
that offensive struck out and scored. 
Missouri sent in her reserves when 
tbe Aggies reached the one yard line, 
but the reserves could not help, and 
Ray Smith charged over for the 
touchdown, Mildrexter kicking goal. 
And the Missouri crowd, 10,000 per- 
sons strong, was silent. • 
Swolf ord Makes Score 
But late In the quarter Missouri 
took tbe ball, well back in her own 
territory. Down the field went 
Swoftord, Missouri fullback, scooped 
up a pass from Whlteman, and raced 
for a 64 yard gain. Another pass. 
Again Swofford was loose, across the 
goal line this time, and another pass 
from Wbiteman found Its way to 
his arms. The goal was kicked. The 
half whistle cracked, and the Aggies 
bad been tied after having the ad- 
vantage In all but two short minutes 
of the first half. One lone first 
down was registered by Missouri In 
that first hall on the 64 yard pass. 
That was enough. 

But the fourth 'quarter found the 
Wildcat again scenting victory and 
starting down the field toward the 
Missouri goal line. Just as the Ag- 
gies had shoved the Tiger back past 
midrield, the break came. Those who 
recall Swartz's pass in the last quar- 
ter of the Oklahoma game of 1923 
can appreciate why the Aggies could 
not stop that second Missouri touch- 
down. 

Feather Stops Smith 
An Aggie pass was called, Hoff- 
man raced out to one side and 
li,...-scd — Into tbe arms of Clyde 
Smith, Missouri center, with an open 
field ahead. Gamely Feather, Aggie 
fullback, charged ofter the Tiger, 
gained on him, and pulled him down 
within two yardB of the goal line. 
Even then the Wildcats held, but the 
second time Captain Bond charged 
over for the touchdown. 

Four times during the game Owen 
Cochrane, Aggie quarter, essayed to 
■core from tbe field by a kick and 
failed. 

Don Meek, who scored the touch- 
down that beat Kansas, never had a 
chance. Every time be took the ball 
Missouri players swarmed all over 

him. 

Missouri's victory cost them dearly, 
for Bwofford, who scored their first 
touchdown, went out wilh a broken 
teg, followed by Moulder, gallant 
quarterback, also with a broken leg. 

Tbe peculiar Aggie shift confused 
Missouri but brought several Aggie 
penalties for backfield in motion. 
Hat ton Receives Injury 

Ronald Hutton, Aggie left guard, 
was Injured in the game and may 
not be able to play Tor some time. 
Coach Bacbman shifted Cy Tom- 
baugh from right to left guard for 
the game, and the shift probably wilt 
be made permanent.

8. G. A. In order to have their 
charges looked Into. This was the 
plan decided upon last Thursday eve- 
ning by the council of the S. S. O. A. 
as a means of keeping rooming 
houses up to college regulations dur- 
ing the year. 

Rules to Govern All 

In many cases the landladies en- 
force the rules that are advantage- 
ous to them, hut fall to comply with 
the rules that benefit tbe roomers. An 
example of this is insufficient light- 
ing, heat, or hot water. Rules have 
been made that pertain to the land- 
lady and roomer alike, and If tbey 
are not enforced or complied with 
either may make a complaint to the 
S. S. G. A. These complaints must be 
signed, and must also contain enough 
facts to warrant an investigation. 

Must Follow College Rules 
Students who are not residents of 
Manhattan are expected to live in 
rooming houses that have been in- 
spected and approved by l he college 
administration. All changes of resi- 
dence during the semester shall be 
reported to the registrar. Following 
Is the list of rules pertaining to stu- 
dents who reside In rooming houses: 
t. All social regulations of the 
college are to be observed In the 
rooming houses. 

2. Room rent Is to be paid by the 
calendar month — payable two weeks 
In advance. 

3. There shall be no refund (or 
the Christmas vacation, tr the occu- 
pant of the room returns after the 
vacation. Rooms shall not be occu- 
pied while tbe student is away un- 
less previous arrangements have been 
made. 

4. The equivalent of n 00 watt 
light shall be furnished in each 
room. 

R. Students may share their room 
with guests for a period of four days 
without extra charge. Terms for a 
longer period must be agreed upon 
by student and landlady 

6. landlady will not furnish 
meals to relatives or to nurse for stu- 
dents who are 111 — but will furnish 
simple nourishment to patient If oth- 
er arrangements cannot be made. 
When this is done a reasonable 
charge will be made. 

7. Twelve and one-balf cents per 
hour may be charged for the use of 
electric current "or for a gas burner 

8. Quiet hours shall be observed 
after 8 p. m., except Friday, Satur- 
day, Sunday, and holiday nights. 

9. The temperature of the rooms I 
shall be within 68-72 degrees. 

10. A notice of at least two 
weeks shall be given to the landlady 
by student before vacating room. The 
same rule shall apply to notice given 
by landladies.

Horticultural Department Has Prom- 
inent I'm t in Htlltc Shim 
at Wichita 

Kansas will have Its first annual 
flower show October 2S, 3D, and 31, 
at Wichita. It wilt lake the place of 
the amti.al wheat show. W. B. Belch 
of the horticulture department Is on 
the commltle In charge of the show 
and Is superintendent of exhibits. 

A model fiirm homestead has been 
planned by Prof. Arthur Helder 
of the horticulture department. The 
buildings will he made up by Prof. II. 
E. Wlchers. The final arrangement 
of actually laying out the exhibits 
will he done by students in the new 
course of landscape gardening. 

During thB three days of the 
flower show talks will he given by 
the following: Prof. E. O. Kelly of 
Hi' extension division will talk Oct- 
ober 2U, on "Insects in the Home 
Garden.' 

tbe deparment ef horticulture will 
talk October 30. on "The Value of 
Flowers About Ihe Home." Prof. 
Arthur Helder of the horticulture de- 
partment will talk October 31, on 
"Landscaping ihe Home Groutta*." 

The flower show Is being spon- 
sored by the Ksusas Stale Florists" 
association. 



A small lake system for the north- 
east section of tbe college campus, a 
new headquarters building for cam- 
pus employees, a woman's athletic 
field, and experimental gardens are 
among the improvements planned In 
the Immediate schedule of the college 
landscape gardening department. 

The lakes system is to be a feature 
of a small park north and east of the 
present college greenhouses, located 
back of the horticulture building. 
The largest lake is to cover approxi- 
mately three-fourths of an acre. A 
chain of small lakes will be con- 
structed along the line of the smalt 
stream that flows through the wood- 
land north of Lover's lane. 

To Terrace Park 

Another unit is to he added to the 
north end of the present green- 
houses. East of these a rock garden 
with a pool Is to be built. From this 
park and pool the ground Is to be ter- 
raced northward lo another park and 
the lake system. The terraces will 
be used for experimental work In the 
growth of annual plants. 

Aside from thetr ornamental pur- 
pose, tbe lakes will be used for prac- 
tical class demonstration of tbb value 
of lakes as landscape features. 
Aquatic and seml-aquatlc plants., 
such as sedges, Iris, lotus, water 
lilies, and water poppies will be 
planted In ths lakes. Survey work 
for them will he made early next 
month. 

Recreation Rooms for Employees 

Plans for the headquarters build- 
ings for tbe campus department are 
being drawn by tbe department of 
architecture. Recreation rooms for 
campus employees, implement sheds, 
and store rooms will be Included In 
the buildings. 

The new women's athletic field la 
to occupy practically the entire field 
north of the college tennis courts. 
Only a small plaxa will be left In 
front of the engineering building. 
Though detailed plans for It have 
not been mads as yet. it will include 
a woman's hockey Held, and arrange- 
ments will tie made for every outdoor 
sport open lo women at the college, 
Work on the field is expected to start 
as soon as construction of the new 
tennis courts Is completed. 

To Ilu I Id Driveway I lurk of Kedgle 
A new driveway running hack of 
Kcdr.li' ball and the home economics 
building will form the east boundary 
of the women's athletic field. The 
drive Is lo connect up with the drive 
tn front of the engineering building, 
which was paved last summer. 

A format garden Is being built 
around the president's home.

RMMMl rurtlug East Fence I 

Masons are already at work re- 
constructing the east campus fence. 
It la to be rebuilt practically as be- 
fore except that columns at the foot 
path are to be four feet square and 
six feet high, and those at tbe drives, 
six feel square and twelve feet high. 
Tbey are to be surmounted by cluster 
lights. # 

The plans ot tbe department to re- 
place tbe old undesirable trees and 
shrubs by others more desirable are 
being carried out as rapidly as pos- 
slbts.

It there any ground for belief that 
because a collegian li elected captain 
of the football team or manager of 
baseball or president of bis class, 
be will win corresponding marks of 
special favor from the world when 
he gets out of college? 

la tbe career In college which li 
blgbly successful from the campus 
point or view a forerunner of big 
things to come In after life, or like 
many other matters in tbls world 
merely something more that doesn't 
mean anything, 

Intriguing Questions 
Questions of tbis nature have long 
"intrigued," as the tall-brows phrase 
It, the editors of the Open Road. 
"They have bandied tbe problem back 
and forth among themselves, as ed- 
itors will, and have put the question 
to a great many college graduates, 
non-graduates and plain, blunt men 
who have their only knowledge of 
campuses from such blgb but second- 
band authorities as tbe sporting 
pages, "Stover at Yale" studies and 
"The Plastic Age." There are all sorts 
of opinions held by all sorts of peo- 
ple on every phase of college as It 
Influences later careers. One re- 
spectable person, who for a reason 
somewhat obscure baa won the title 
> of expert, claims campus galnts 
■brink and wither In tbe frigid air 
of the commercial and industrial 
world. 

"A man who Is big In college," 
maintains tbls gentleman, "never 
amounts to anything until ten years 
after graduation, If at all. It takes 
him ten years to recover from the 
effect i of collegiate lunation." Not- 
ice carefully that brief word. "Nev 
er." The more expert an expert be 
comes tbe more prone he Is to use 
such final and complete words as 
"never" and "always" and "Inevit- 
ably." 

So much for that extreme. At the 
other pole is the opinion advanced 
by several reputable parties who are 
familiar with college affairs to the 
effect that the man who makes a not- 
able go of his college career by be- 
coming a football star, baseball 
comet, basketball meteor or some- 
thing else astronomical, brings to 
himself the moment he graduates a 
covey of business men clamoring for 
hie service. Nay, not even bis ser- 
vices, says this branch of opinion. 
All he has to do If he was a big 
enough star, comet or meteor is sim- 
ply lend bis name and receive large 
moneys. "Why 1 know Bill Whasslt 
who was All- American end. He went 
with a big bond house (It's never a 
small or even a medium-sited one) 
right from graduation exercises, and 
they paid him 15.000 a year Just to 
go around and mix with people and 
tell 'em who be was." That phrase, 
"Who he was," Is accented on the 
last word, as you will notice. I am 
no power In the bond market. No one 
even sends me circulars when new is- 
sues come out. But I feel sure that 
if I were a power, or even lust a rank 
and die small Investor I would not 
consider it tbe Ana) and complete 
argument in favor of a bond that tbe 
gentleman offering it for sale has but 
lately doffed his moleskins after two 
aucceeful seasons made him end on 
the All-American learn. That again is 
a personal opinion and as such It 
proves nothing. There may be and 
probably are plenty of bondbuyers 
who welcome an* opportunity to buy 
from a campus celebrity whose name 
has been In all the papers wltb pic- 
tures snd statistics and everything. 

Look Into Matter 

But let us get back to those orig- 
inal questions and the editors of tbe 
Open Road who were interested in 
what happens to the Big Men of uni- 
versity and of college, The editors 
Anally decided to look into the mat- 
ter and. see whether or pot some real 
information cOulfi be collected on the 
subject. One of the first things they 
did was to mall out questionnaires, 
which Is the recognised way to begin 
a thing of tbls sort. The question- 
naires' went to a responsible author- 
ity In the college, His Instructions 
were to hunt out the men who 10 
M IB year* ago were running the 
college with the assistance of the 
president and board of trustees — 
that is the managers, presidents, ath- 
letic captains, editors, and high hon- 
or students — and note down the tacts 
of (heir careers since leaving col- 
lege. A number of colleges were 
quite generous In their cooperation, 
and data came in from Institutions of 
various sites and in different parts 
of the country, such as New York 
university, the University of Michi- 
gan, Harvard university. Wesleyan 
university, Colby college, Tufts col- 
lege, University of Missouri, Univer- 
sity of North Carolina, Middlebury 
college, and Yale university. 
Definite* Facte Meagre 
In addition to the questionnaire 
sources of information the Inveeti- 
gators searched the_ existing records 
consulted Who's 



tbe United States Internal Revenue 
Statistics of Income, a number of 
books and the digest of a question- 
naire filled out try seventy alumni of 
Wesleyan university who are ten 
years out of college. Before the In- 
vestigation was very far along it was 
apparent that the definite facts avail- 
able are meagre In the extreme; that 
the subject of What Happens to the 
Big College Men is difficult to segre- 
gate from the broader question What 
Happens to AH College Men. In 
view of the thin spread of tacts, it 
is a rtifle presumptuous to produce 
broad, sweeping generalisations on 
such a subject because there are so 
many thousands of cases which have 
not been studied. Each one of them It 
a human being, a commodity which 
eludes exact definition even when 
dead, and when alive Is a veritable 
powder house of contradictions. 
There are so many standards of suc- 
cess, all of them worthy of considera- 
tion. 

Take earnings, for example. One 
person might point to the fact that 
of tbe men listed In B. C. Forbes- 
book, "Men Who Are Making Amer- 
ica," only eighteen out of forty-eight 
received a college education or its 
equivalent. The other 10 had only 
slight educational handicaps, such as 
a common schooling or perhaps a 
couple of years of high school. Now 
these men all have made pecks of 
money, among other things and are 
unquestionably big successes. But 
are tbey the only successes? You 
could walk Into the street thin minute 
and probably before you had trod a 
half block find some one who would 
claim that college — all of It — Is a 
failure because tbe men who go to 
college become permanently disabled 
money-makers and back up the 



the same quality may prove valuable 
and may help boost the man who baa 
it to tbe top, but many a man who 
baa gone down into college history 
as a "good fellow" discovers that the 
market outside Is rather narrow for 
men with good fellowship as their 
one and only qualification. Sales- 
manship Is supposed to be one of 
the vocations where tbls quality is 
worth dollars and centa. Another 
man In the same class may perhaps 
be obscure partly because he does 
not possess that quality, or others 
related to it, and yet be may have 
In spite of his college obscurity real 
Ideas, persistence and initiative and 
may be a glutton for work. And 
years later when he blossoms forth In 
high honors his college mates de- 
clare that tbey never knew he had 
It In him. 

In another sense the college world 
and the outside world have similar 
standards of wbat constitutes leader- 
ship, to that in the general run of 
cases a man who wins respect and 
recognition from his college mates 
or professors, or both, follows 
through when be brings his person- 
ality up against men outside. It is 
hard to discern any very sharp corre- 
lations In the mass between success 



aa it Is known In college and success 
in after life, yet It would be foolish 
to claim that the man who makes 
something of himself In college does 
not have a real edge on the fellow 
who makes a mess* of things colleg- 
iate. 

College Is Valuable 
The Judgment of men who have 
been to college Is the best and most 
reasonable basis for deductions as to 
the value of college training, includ- 
ing the activities which make wbat is 
known as a "big" college man. Of 
70 10-year graduates of Wesleyan 
university who declared themselves 
on the question of how much value 
tbey bad extracted from college, 40 
were unequivocally for the whole 
works, with some slight changes. It is 
significant that In answering a ques- 
tion as to what part of the college ftlon 



course they would order different- 
ly if they had it all to do over again, 
tbe athletes said they would study 
more, and the honor men universally 
were of the opinion they would mix 
more. One man who bad been prom- 
inent In undergraduate affairs said 
he would let anyone run the college 
who cared to undertake tbe Job. 
These are all men wbo took the 



"broad, general A. B. course." Some 
of them said It hindered them In 
business; others stoutly affirmed It 
had helped. Those who went Into 
teaching, of course, bumbly averred 
that all that tbey were or hoped to 
be they owed their college mother. 
Some of the individual opinions as to 
what college did are significant: 

"Made many friends which I 
value." 

"Learned bow to reason." 

"Taught me to evaluate correctly." 

"Gave me an appreciation of the 
finer things of lite." 

"Has handicapped me by making 
me Impractical." 

"Has given me a position as a col- 
lege man tu my community, which is 
valuable." f 

"No direct effect on my occupa- 



Has increased my wants beyond 
my ability to pay for them." 

And bo on. 

All of these men said a great deal 
more about the matter; and it Is In- 
teresting to note, in reading tbe 
more detailed statements, that there 
is a gentle vein of skepticism regard- 
ing college honors. Perhaps it is be- 
cause they are products of an age of 



Illusions. 

Still and all, It would seem aa 
though it were better to have been 
big In college than never to have 
been big at all.— The Open Road.

Dollars Rot Standard 

But what a man earns in dollars 
per annum Is not the only gauge of 
his service and usefulness to the 
world. It Is a tag much in favor but 
In certain highly necessary and use- 
ful professions, pecuniary reward is 
notoriously small. Ministers, teach- 
ers, scientists, poets, research men 
are not In the classes of Gargantuan 
Income and the ranks of these and 
other equally honorable vocations are 
recruited Quite largely by col- 
lege graduates. 

Now as to whether prominent men 
in college do any better than the ones 
not so prominent — that's a horse of 
another color. The college stand- 
ards of measurement, of course, 
change each year and twenty-five 
years ago there were perhaps dif- 
ferent emphases placed on extra-cur- 
ricular activities. Yes there may 
bare been men In college even then 
whose philosophy was summed up in 
"never allowing studies to In- 
terfere with their college life." Cer- 
tainly it you dig back into the leg- 
ends and lore of the earliest college 
life — la Paris, Oxford, Cambridge — 
you And evidence that other things 
than books occasionally got some at- 
tention. 

Presidents Best Money Makers 
Tbe Open Road questionnaires 
showed up some interesting things, 
probably not Incontrovertible as 
facts, but interesting notwithstand- 
ing. For example, it appears that 
in tbe order of their average salaries, 
presidents of classes come Brat ; man- 
agers of teams are second; treasur- 
ers and secretaries of classes, third; 
high honor men, or students, fourth; 
captains of athletic teams, fifth, and 
editors of college publications, sixth 
and last. Editors, of course, are no- 
toriously Improvident. No, salary Is 
not tbe final Indication, but It is in- 
teresting to speculate as to why the 
great athletes rank fifth in tbe 
amount of salary, while the grinds 
are gathering In enough to put 
them fourth. Qualities of leader- 
ship and executive ability which are 
usually recognised by such honors 
as presidencies and managerships, 
either logically or curiously, may 
possibly result In the possessors of 
the. qualities forging ahead taster in 
after life than the men who have not 
had the qualities recognlted on the 
campus. It would be Illuminating to 
know about the college careers of 
the men In Mr. Forbes' book who 
went to college.,^ Was James B. For- 
gan a president! a football captain, 
an honor man, or all three? Was 
George W, Ooethals In the College of 
the City of New York a campus 
giant? And Cyrus McCorj&ick, 
Princeton, "7?, wU he an "active" or 
an "Inactive," as college activities 
go? Certainly at least one of the 
builders ot America mentioned by 
Mr. Forbes, namely John Hays 
Hammond, acquired a considerable 
amount ot academic distinction, tor 
be took a master's degree »*■»*'• 
after graduation and continued bis 
studies at the Royal School ot Mines 
in Freiburg, Germany. 

Qualities tbe Sea**? 
It Is possible that the qualities 
which college men admire, and 
recognise by crowning those who 
have them with so-called college 
honors, are not always coincident 
with the qualities which bring fame, 
fortune, recognition and the other 
crowns which the world offers Its 
favorites. A man may be a wonder- 
ful mixer In school so that when he 
becomes a senior he knows every 
freshman by his first name. This 
qusllty has bean known to bring its 
owner certain undergraduate recog- 
nition, la business or in a profession

Stronger Than Treaties." 

Miss Quayle has had years of ex- 
perience with European student re- 
lief. During the war she did relief 
work In Belgium and France along 
the frontier. Later she was trans- 
fered to Csecho-Slovakla. where aim 
had charge of relief work for several 
thousand students.

Comedy, simple, human, and Joy- 
ous, is "The First Year," the fall play 
to be presented by Purple Masque.

"The First Year," like "Too Many 
Cooks," Is made up of the little 
things. There are many places in the 
play which will strike a responsive 
chord In the breast of almost any- 
one. Mr. Craven's specialty Is the 
observant touch, the humor of recog- 
nition. They come out time and 
again in "The First Year." 

It is quite simple and easy and 
even undramatlc. For example, the 
author does not even trouble to 
carry over any suspense from the 
first act to the second, and always it 
has been a rule in playwrittng that 
this is something that must be done 
if the play be a success. Yet In this 
it is not done and it has won unan- 
imous favor as a most enjoyable 
comedy. 

During the season In New York 
Mr. Craven played In the male lead 
In the character of the plodding, un- 
romantlc young man of business. All 
that he does in the first act Is to woo 
and win a girl, and all that he does 
In the second is to quarrel with her. 
Tbe second act. Incidentally, la al- 
most continuously hilarious. Out of 
the serving of a dinner by an Inex- 
perienced maid Mr. Craven produces 
enough comedy to last the ordinary 
play for three acts. The progress of 
the quarrel between the youug couple 
is natural and unforced, an unusually 
skillful piece of writing.

Although the uproar, aroused last 
year through the lnveHtlaatlon of ac- 
cusations that a large proportion of 
the students are tllnhonest In school 
work, haa calmed down somewhat, 
the Collegian wishes to issue a warn- 
ing that the results of the probe are 
now being put into effect. 

The Committee on Cheating 
recommended that the Instructors re- 
port falling grades due to dishonest 
work with the notation "on account 
of cheating" written on the report. 
The clerks in the office of the Regis- 
trar are to record this on the stu- 
dent's permanent record and this of- 
fice Ih to report that particular (Un- 
dent to the dean for suspension when 
two aurh cards are received. 

Disregarding the moral side of the 
question, which In itself should %e 
sufficient to deter most students from 
cheating, there is this permanent 
black mark on a student's college 
record to take Into consideration. 
Whenever a transcript of grades la re- 
quired, as In an application for a po- 
sition, attendance at another school, 
etc.. the stigma of being branded as a 
cheat would always follow the one 
who Is caught. 

Although under Ideal conditions 
and practices It should not be neces- 
sary to use this method of elim- 
inating cheating as far as possible, 
there are some persons who will be 
Influenced only by such a penalty. 
These persons, when tempted to 
cheat and caring nothing for the 
right; or wrong of the practice, could 
well bear this ruling In mind.

England, on August 1, and 
took up his new duties on August 10 
at Edinburgh, Scotland, as vice- 
consul, after spending a short time 
in London. 

He has had occasion to be in quite 
interesting positions several times. 
One- was when Ramsay MacDonald 
came to Edinburgh to speak for the 
coming election In the Isles. The 
Scottish papers refer to election day 
in the Nil's as "the favorite sport 
day" or "day for recreation" and, 
comparatively speaking, they might 
well have occasion to do so. for even 
at. this meeting the hall was In a' 
state of a mad house all the time. 
One man might shout, "How about 
the ex-sold ler and your promises?" 
He would be seized at once and be 
thrown into the street. No sooner 
would this be over than someone 
else would raise a similar query. 
Eisenhower was informed that he 
bad seen a quiet meeting because 



MacDonald's party was in power, but 
If a man speaks representing a party 
not in power he Is lucky if he gels 
half way through his originally 
planned speech. 

Had Interest t tig Visits 
Since reaching Scotland Mr. Eisen- 
hower has had many opportunities 
to ylh it the castles, palaces, and 
scenes of early English history. He 
says that the scenery is not excel led 
by anything In the United States and 
tfial the so-called "l^ake Districts" 
in the TroBsachs are beyond de- 
scription, having to be seen to be 
appreciated. There Is a great deal 
of dense fog in Edinburgh and he 
relates in part; "It Is Impossible to 
see from one street corner light to 
the next one after about 9 P. M." 

A friend of his has recently in- 
stalled a radio and so they often 
listen to the Kansas City "Night 
Hawks," however, due to the change 
In time, they receive the programs 
around breakfast time. He la anx- 
iously awaiting the time when K. 8. 
A. C's. new broadcasting station will 
be completed, for then he will indeed 
feel quite close to home. It was only 
a short time after the K, U.-Aggle 
game that he knew of our victory. 

Mr. Eisenhower will travel exten- 
sively through Europe when he has 
"ompleted his present work, not re- 
turning to America until the fall of 
1826.

She was grad- 
uated from Swarthmore college. 
Pennsylvania, at the age of 18, 
younger than most entering fresh- 
men. 

Madame de Horvath always arous- 
es admiration for her beautiful tone 
and her brilliant technique. She can 
produce tones on the piano which 
can scarcely he equalled. The Ron- 
ton Transscrlpt said of her playing: 
"There is no matching her as a 
pianist of Intelligence and sensibil- 
ity, quick to the piano as an Instru- 
ment of song as well as an Instru- 
ment of percussion." 

Makes the Piano Sing 
Paul Morse in tbe New York 
Herald says that she "can make the 
piano sing," the New York Morgan 
Journal speaks of her "conspicuously 
beautiful cantilena," Henry Flnck 
praises her "beautiful tone." Herman 
Devrles her "gift for cantabile play- 
ing," and the Detroit Free Press says 
that she has the "lyric and poetical 
style which has made Mr. Gabrllo- 
wltsch so well known." 

When the distinguished pianist 
played In Chrlstiania, Norway, Otto 
Wlnterhjem, tbe leading Scandina- 
vian critic, tatd. "Ceclle de Horvath 
is the greatest woman pianist who 
has ever visited Scandinavia."

HARD LUCK FOLLOWS AUG I KB IN 
GAME WITH LEADERS 



Wildcat* Outplay Bulldogs In All 

Pluses of Game— Team Exhibits 

Great Power 



Scoring a touchdown on a disputed 
•decision of Umpire Denny, Drake 
succeeded in retaining their lead In 
the valley by beating the Aggies 7-6 
on the home girdlron, Saturday. As 
far as football Is concerned the Ag- 
gies outplayed Drake in every branch 
of the game but a fluke touchdown 
gave the Bulldogs a technical vic- 
tory. 

To Llngenfelter, Drake left end, 
goes the credit of making the touch- 
down and to Captain Orebaugh the 
honor ot scoring a place kick after 
the touchdown which later proved to 
be the necessary one point margin 
by which the Bulldogs won. 

Llngenfelter Scores Early 
The disputed decision came in the 
first quarter when Anderson, play- 
ing quarter and safety for the Ag- 
gies, attempted to catch a punt on 
a pick up but missed the ball when 
It took a freakish bounce and bound- 
ed off to his right. Llngenfelter, 
Drake end, having covered the punt 
and waiting to tackle Anderson, 
grabbed the ball and started for his 
goal. Anderson tackled the end but 
although he had Llngenfelter by 
both tegs, the shifty end wriggled 
lose and raced 26 yards to a touch- 
down. 

Umpire Denny signaled the recov- 
ery a fair play, pronouncing a decis- 
ion that Anderson touched the ball 
and thereby the play was legal. An- 
derson declared after the game that 
he did not touch the ball, the ball 
being out of bis reach by three feet. 
Nevertheless the score goes down as 
a win for Drake, as Orebaugh added 
the necessary one point by a per- 
fect place kick through the center of 
the cross bare. 

To Hay Smith, Aggie left bait, goes 
the credit for scoring the Wildcat's 
touchdown and playing the most out- 
standing game of his football career. 
It was his accurate passing, his con- 
sistent line plunging for long gains, 
and hie effective punting that aided 
the Aggies in completely outclassing 
their opponents. 

Smith Plunges Across 
The Aggies' touchdown came in the 
first part of the second period as a 
result of some of tbe most sensation- 
al passing and line plunging ever wit- 
nessed on the home field. The Ag- 
gies started on their drive after re- 
covering a fumble by Orebaugh on 
tbe 60 yard line. On the first play 
a pass, Smith to Doolen. netted 30 
yards and put tbe ball on the Drake 
20 yard line. Wilson, playing right 
half, then tore through left tackle 
for nine yards and on the next play 
Whitfield added two more to give tbe 
Aggies a first down" and only four 
yards to go. Then to Smith was 
given the chance to carry the pig- 
akin across the goal and this he did 
on the next play by an off tackle drive. 
Then old man hard luck again visited 
tbe Agglea and McGee failed to kick 
goal, the ball bitting the upright 
arm on the goal and bouncing to the 
outside. 

The Wildcats proved to be super- 
ior in every phase of tbe game as Is 
sbown by the fact that they ran up 
a total of 334 yards gained in scrim- 
mage to 241 by Drake, completed 
eight passes for a gain of 115 yards 
to none completed by the Bulldogs, 
and made 14 first downs to nine by 
their opponents. Smith, doing his 
first punting for the Aggies, aver- 
aged 32.4 yards to the puut against 
an average of 29 yards for Drake. 

Practically three-fotirths ot the 
playing waa done in Drake territory, 
and at no time after tbe first quarter 
did the Bulldogs endanger the Wild- 
cat's goal. Tbe Drake offensive was 
centered in Orebaugh and Spear, 
and although some sensational runs 
were featured by these backs, they 
were widely separated and at no time 
were they consistently effective. 

Aggie* Play Brilliantly 

Smith, Wilson, and Doolen were 
the stars in the Aggie offensive, Wil- 
son and Smith earing through tbe 
Drake line for many long and sen- 
sational sprints. The passing of 
Smith to Doolen featured the aerial 
display of the Aggies, with Doolen 
making some seemingly Impossible 
catches. 

To Captain Munn goes much 
credit for tbe defense of the Aggies, 
as his ability to break through the 
Drake interference spoiled many or 
the Bulldog plays. 

The aerial attempts of Drake were 
all unsuccessful, as the Aggie backs 
were on the job in every occasion, 
and the Bulldogs were unable to 
complete a pass out of five attempts. 

In a desperate attempt to win. 



Coach Bachman Inserted Cochrane, 
Week and Havley, fresh backs, in the 
last quarter, but although they were 
able to gain consistently they were 
unable to score. The Aggies tried a 
place kick In the first quarter and 
Cochrane attempted a 60 yard drop 
kick in the last stanza, but both 
were unsuccessful. 

Anderson, playing his first game 
as Aggie quarterback demonstrated 
a real capacity for generalship and 
an ability to run the team fast.

Accord- 
ing to Proressor Bell, Aggie Judging 
teams have established a better rep- 
utation in livestock Judging for the 
past five years than any other col- 
lege possesses, and their scores have 
also averaged higher. In 1023 the 
Aggie team won first place in the 
International, capturing what is con- 
sidered the highest honor a college 
group can win, the |l,000 bronxe bull 
statuette offered by the Union Stock 
Yards association of Chicago. Tbe 
Aggie Judgers made the highest score 
ever attained by a student team In 
tbe 22 years of the International 
contest. Aggie Junior teams have 
won tbe student contests in the Na- 
tional Western Livestock show at 
Denver for the past four years.

ATHLETIC ins I HI ( To its 
The question of scholarship as 
associated with athletics is one that 
should be given a Bertous amount of 
thought by professors In general. 

The majority or the instructors are 
loyal tii the school. They realize the 
value of Ihe athlete and the tremen- 
dous toad he carries and go out of 
their way to aid htm in his work. 
Thesehavethe right attitude but there 
are some who disfavor athletics and 
who make It unusually hard for the 
athlete who Is unlucky enough to be 
In their classes. They form the opin- 
ion that he naturally fits In with the 
"strong back and weak mind" type 
of student and refuse to be shaken 
In their decision. 

Looking at the question from the 
aspect of success of the school, ft Is 
absolute disloyalty to K. 8. A. C. for 
Instructors who do not give the 
athlete more time for lit.* work dur- 
ing the season of his particular sport. 
The school looks with favor on foot- 
ball, basketball, baseball, track, etc., 
and the men who represent the col- 
lege are doing their part In making 
the school belter' They spend every 
afternoon of the week in training 
and In the case of football and basket- 
ball several nights of the week in 
addition. This Is a tremendous load 
tor the athlete to carry as the Mis- 
souri Valley rules necessitate him 
passing at least 16 hours of work per 
semester in order to remain eligible 
for competition. 

However, this is not a plea for lax- 
ity on tbe part or students in doing 
their work. The primary purposo of 
a student coming to college Is to ob- 
tain an education and the accepted 
method of obtaining this education is 
through class work. But when an 
athlete is spending quite a large 
part of his day in hard physical labor 
be should not be expected to do the 
amount of work that another student 
without the athletic burden ahould 
accomplish. Extra time on assign- 
ments could he allowed without 
materially decreasing the value of 
the lesson. 

If athletics were not good for the 
school they would not be encouraged 
as they are at present. Therefore, it 
Is part or the Job of Instructors to 
help rather than hinder an athlete in 
his work. Loyalty to the school 
should exist In the ranks or the fac- 
ulty as It does In the students and 
petty persona) dislikes should not 
lnriuence grades.

Nature Planted Red 
Cedars at Time of 
Mayflower's Voyage 

"A barren desert," say historians 
of early Kansas, and yet, red cedar 
trees, planted by nature In the days 
of the Mayflower, have been found 
northeast of Westmoreland. 

The forestry class, beaded by Pro- 
fessors W. F. Pickett and Albert 
Dickens, made a field trip to the ter- 
ritory northeast of Westmoreland, 
last Sunday, for the purpose of study- 
ing trees that had grown without 
the assistance of artificial planting 
or cultivation. A red cedar stump 
was found that had 288 annular 
rings, showing It to be almost three 
centuries old. The condition of the 
stump Indicated that the tree bad 
been in good condition when It was 
cut down early this fall. 

Dead limbs cut from some of the 
"trees had been dead for fifty years, 
according to estimations made by the 
class. They were In a good state of 
preservation, showing the value of 
red cedar as a commercial wood. New 
layers of wood growing out over 
these dead limbs form the knot so 
characteristic of lumber. 

The largest tree examined was 48 
feet in height, and had a base dia- 
meter of 27 inches. According to 
Professor Dickens this tree was 
probably 960 years old.

K. S. A. C. entomologists are 
adopting modern warfare methods in 
the ceaseless struggle they carry on 
against insect pests damaging Kan- 
sas crops. Edgar Davis, graduate 
student In entomology, and Dr. Roger 
C. Smith, Instructor In the depart- 
ment, have designed and built a 



machine for collecting and killing al- 
falfa Insects which 1b something of 
a "tank" and which also utilises the 
poison gas principle. 

The "tank" which la mounted on 
wheels, la equipped with a contriv- 
ance that Jars the aphids into a box as 
the machine is rolled through a field. 
In the box are crystals of calcium 
cyanide which gives off the deadly 
hydrocyanic acid gas In sufficient 
strength to kill the inserts.

Dr. Dyer of Kansas University 
Chapel Speaker 

"America iin't getting nearly as 
much from Its college students and 
graduates, as It should," said Dr. 
John R. Dyer, Dean of Men at Kan- 
sas University, who spoke in chapel 
Thursday morning on the subject 
"Prlnclplea Underlying the Choice 

of a Vocation." ..... 
*»- 

"The greatest crime of American 
social life." said Dr. Dyer, "is that 
such a great number of people do 
not do what they are best fitted for. 
Tbe choosing of a vocation Is the. 
greatest question before the Ameri- 
can student today. There are two 
general things that we must know 
how to do before we are able to 
choose a life vocation. The first 
thing," said Dr. Dyer, "is to be able 
to think straight. That is what we 
should get In collega," continued 
Dr. Dyer. "The second thing that 
must be learned is (o live clean. 
There Is no vocation In which these 
two things must not be had." 

"As a guide for choosing a voca- 
tion." said Dr. Dyer, "Imagine a 
large funnel, with three screens or 
sieves placed, one below the other 
In the funnel; we pour In at tbe top 
of this funnel all vocatlona. The 
first screen lets all of those voca- 
tions that are valuable past thru, 
the second screen will let only the 
things .that are Interesting pass thru, 
and the last screen will let only 
those which are possible for us to, 
do to come through. By the tint* 
you have passed these vocal Ions 
through the funnel of elimination 
there will be but two or three tart, 
and to choose from these pick out 
points In yourself that point to your 
success In that vocation." 

Dean Dyer also spoke at the stu- 
dent for am In the college cafeteria 
Thursday noon.

A grain judging team has been 
selected which will compete wltb 
teams from IS other agricultural 
colleges In the second annual Inter- 
coUeglate crops judging contest, 
which is' to be held In connection 
with the International Hay and 
Grain show at Chicago on Novem- 
ber 29. 

Those on the team are: Carl Bow- 
er, Manhattan; John E. Norton, 
Grand field : O. L. Norton, LaCygne: 
and Glenn Reed, Qalesburg. The 
men, who are selected for the team, 
have bad three or more year* ot 
practical experience in farm crop ex- 
periment station work and were se- 
lected on the basts of superior 
class and laboratory work. They 
will be given further Intensive 
training between now and the time 
they leave for Chicago, 

Last year the K. S, A. C. team 
placed fourth. The contest has been 
much more difficult this year and 
will Include the Identification of 
about 60 kinds of weeds, crop plants, 
and diseases ot crop plants chosen 
from a Ust of more than 200 possible 
samples. The students will be re- 
quired to give not only the common 
name, but the Latin or botanical 
name. There will also be classes ot 
grains to Judge for seed or market 
value. 

A silver loving cup will go to the 
winning team and cash prizes are be- 
ing offered by ieed companies. The 
work and papers of the contestants 
will be judged by a special commit- 
tee of farm crops and grain experts.

A 
new rule limiting the weight of hoge 
shown to 460 pounds made It im- 
possible for K. S. A. C. to show, as 
most of Its beat hogs weigh consider- 
ably over 460 pounds. Tbe K. 8. A. 
C. hogs which were exhibited at the 
Royal were sold at Kansas City. 

Cattle Hold at Kansas City 
Cattle exhibited at the Royal were 
sold at tbe Royal sale Instead of be- 
ing ahlpped to the International show 
to Chicago. Feeling that because of 
Its location, the Interests of K. 8. A. 
C. are more closely Identified with 
tbe Royal than the International 
show, caused sale of the cattle In 
Kansas City, according to Dr. C. W. 
McCain po oil, head of the animal 
husbandry deparment of the college.

24 first downs to Oklahoma's 6, a 
poor Aggie pass In the first quarter 
gave Lambright of Oklahoma a 
chance to run half the length of the 
field for a touchdown which prom- 
ised for a time to be the only one ot 
the game. 

Feather Hmashet* Line 
To start the second half Featber, 
Aggie fullback, carried the ball al- 
most singlehanded from the Aggie 30 
yard line to the Sooner 4 yard line. 
There, however. Oklahoma held. 
Meek was thrown for a loss, and an 
Aggie attempt at a pass over the 
goal line was Incomplete. 

In the final quarter, too late for a 
chance to do more than tie, the Ag- 
gies pushed over tbelr only touch- 
down. The Jinx which had followed 
the Wildcat during the entire game 
turned his head aside for a mtnute 
to allow Oklahoma to fumble on ber 
32 yard line. Between the efforts of 
Feather and a pass from Smith to 
Doolen, the Wildcats worked the 
ball down to the Oklahoma 7 yard 
line, where Smith went over for a 
touchdown. 

According to Coach C. W. Bach- 
man, the Aggie pass play which gave 
Oklahoma Us touchdown had not 
been intercepted before In four years 
of Valley play. 

Aggies Awarded a Point 
Following the Aggie touchdown, 
McGee'n try for point was wide of 
the goal posts, but in his anxiety to 
block the kick an Oklahoma veteran 
was offside, giving tbe point and a 
tie game to tbe Aggies. Slightly 
more than 2,000 persons witnessed 
the game, a crowd decidedly less 
than the average Aggie home crowd. 
Four of the five Aggie letter men 
who played their last home game 
against Nebraska got Into the lists 
against the Sooners.

Charactcrtzed by Dr. Margarrt 
nel as Master of English 
language 

George Santayaua, the Idealist with 
a basis of realism, wan discussed 
Tuesday by Dr. Margaret Ruasel of 
tbe English department of thn Kan- 
sas State Agricultural college In the 
second of a series of weekly lectures 
being given by the department on 
leaders of modern thought. 

Santayana was characterized as a 
maater of the English language by 
Doctor Russel, who said, "The va- 
riety of his subject matter gives one 
a sense of his power and vitality, 
showing a swiftnes and Intellectual 
vigor. 

"Santayana'n problem in the rela- 
tion of the actual to the Ideal, and In 
solving it he has been forced to re- 
gard Christianity as a 'happy illu- 
sion,' which he regrets that he cannot 
accept." 

To Santayana, the only philoso- 
phers were the Greeks, according to 
Doctor Russel, but the conception 
of the Greeks must be restated. San- 
tnyana nays: "For moral Inspiration 
we are. driven back upon the anclentn. 
Our task Is only to Interpret ideals. 
Tho sense of beauty has a more Im- 
portant place In life than esthetics 
has ever had."

Jack Kennedy, playing the male 
lead In the Purple Masque play, "The 
First Year," broke a bone in his 
ankle during the performance at Mc- 
pherson Thursday night. Because of 
the Injury Mr. Kennedy will be un- 
able to go on with his part and the 
presentation here, announced for 
Friday. December 12. will be post- 
poned until sometime in January, ac- 
cording to E. G. McDonald, dramatic 
coach. 

The accident came near the end of 
the last act when, in the action of 
the play. Harold Sap pen Held In the 
role of a rival suitor engaged In a 
scuffle with Kennedy. In some man- 
ner during the fight, Kennedy, sup- 
porting his weight on his right toot, 
slipped and fell, twisting his ankle. 
He was helped to his feet and the 
play proceeded for the remaining 
two minutes. An examination of the 
injury showed a fracture of a bone in 
the ankle. 

McDonald Plays Part 

In the presentation the* following 
night in Herington, Kennedy's part 
was played by E. Q. McDonald, 
dramatic coach. Much credit Is due 
Mr. McDonald for his remarkably fin- 
ished portrayal of the character. 
Without a rehearsal and with only 
the knowledge of the part he hai re- 
ceived by direction of the cast, he 
was able to give a performance' that 
held the play up to the high stand- 
ard set by previous performances. Of 
his acting, Melville Thompson, presi- 
dent of Purple Manque and business 
manager for "The First Year." com- 
mented thus: "The part was admir- 
ably done.

division at K. S. A. C. is much great 
er than that of any other engineering 
school in the state." according to 
Dean H. A. Seaton in his radio ad- 
dress to the alumni Monday night. 
"It la exceeded by only two other 
schools between the Mississippi river 
and tbe Pacific coast, the Iowa State 
College of Agricultural and Mechan- 
ical Arts, and the Texas Agricultural 
and Mechanical college. 

"The engineering division is now 
the second division in size at K. S. 
A. C. in point of enrolment, being 
exceeded only hy the general science 
division," Dean Seaton said. "Last 
year the enrolment was two and one- 
half limes as great as before the 
war. This year shows an Increase 
of SO over the enrolment last year. 
The three largest engineering schools 
are found in Agricultural colleges In 
states where a state university Is 
also maintained. 

"K. S. A. C. graduates from the 
engineering division have had no 
difficulty in being placed In very 
attractive positions. The fact that 
they are making good is evidenced 
not only by their promotions but 
also by the fact that the companies 
are coming back for more from this 
institution. 



"The fact that the United States 
has burned more coal In the last 
15 years than was burned in all 
previous history shows the rapid in- 
dustrial expansion and the increased 
demand for engineers. Tbe college. 
la performing three functions to aid 
in graduating efficient engineers, 
namely; teaching, research, and ex- 
tension. 

"The roads experiment laboratory 
of tbe extension division has, during 
tbe last four years, tested 20.000 
samples of road materials for use In 
the improved highways of the state. 
It has made possible the use of local 
sands, gravels, stones, and road 
materials, instead or those shipped 
from greater distances, thus saving 
the tax payer the heavy freight 
charges. 

"The new engineering building 
has, since Us erection in 1921, been 
an important factor In the growth of 
the division. Nearly twice as many 
students are enrolled In engineering 
as were enrolled at tbe time the ap- 
propriation was made." 

In closing Dean Seaton said, "We 
are doing our part to Justify Ihe rep- 
utation of the Kansas State Agricul- 
tural college as 'The College that 
serves the State.' "

John T, Frederick Believes a I .urge 

and Varied Count ry Must Have 

Local Literature 

"We must have regional litera- 
ture," said John T. Frederick, editor 
of The Midland, who spoke in chapel 
Friday morning on the subject "Lit- 
erature in the Middle West." "It used 
to be a common thought,among stu- 
dents of literature that New Eng- 
land literature and American litera- 
ture were both expressive of the same 
thought." said Professor Frederick. 
"However, this is not true. No New 
England writer can express the 
American thought — regional litera- 
ture must he depended upon to do 
that." 

The Idea of regional literature, ac- 
cording to Mr. Frederick, is not a 
new one. We have long had New 
York literature, southern literature. 
California and Pacific coast litera- 
ture and Mississippi valley literature. 
"A large and varied country must 
have local literature," said Mr. Fred- 
erick. "Middle western literature 
was In the production a century ago, 
but we have not been conscious of it. 
as we are today. The one great fault 
of regional literature is in the region- 
al praise that it so often contains. 

"The middle west Is unparalleled 
for material for dramatical themes," 
said Mr. Frederick. "One of the great- 
est things that man has ever accom- 
plished was the great development of 
tbe middle west In so short a time. 
There have been millions of Individ- 
ual struggles and thousands of com- 
munity struggles in this process, all 
of which offer suggestions for liter- 
ary accomplishments." 

Mr. Frederics concluded by say- 
ing, "We need writers who will see 
clearly and truly and write, not be- 
cause of their hate for the region in 
which they live, but for their love 
for it. and such literature so pro- 
duced will find purpose in the middle 
west, to make our lives much more 
meaningful and happy." 

Mr. Frederick spoke at 4 o'clock 
Friday afternoon in the home eco- 
nomics rest room to a group of stu- 
dents and taculty members on "The 
Status of the Short Story." He 
pointed out the things that a writer 
should avoid in writing a atory and 
also the things that he should at- 
tempt to accomplish. He gave many 
incidents from his personal experi- 
ence as editor of The Midland and

Editor of Tbe Midland Calls Craw 

toiil Real Writer and Real 

Teacher 

Prof. N. A. Crawford, head of the 
department of Industrial journalism 
at the Kansas Slate Agricultural col- 
lege, is the subject of a short sketch 
in the November number of The Mid- 
land, written by the editor. John T. 
Frederick of Iowa City. Professor 
Crawford has been associated with 
Mr. Frederick in the publication of 
The Midland, a national, non-coin- 
merclal magazine. 

"Nelson Antrim Crawrord illus- 
trates the truth that it Is altogether 
possible and natural to be at once a 
real teacher and a real writer — that 
writing and teaching are not mutual- 
ly exclusive occupations," states Mr. 
Frederick. "I do not know that Mr. 
Crawford would say that his experi- 
ence as a teacher has helped him 
specifically in this development lis a 
writer. There are some things in Ills 
work which seem rather far from the 
bourne of Kansas and of the teach- 
ing of journalism. But that his writ- 
ing has not decreased his usefulness 
as a teacher, anyone who has visited 
Manhattan and sat in his classes or 
become acquainted with his students 
will bear witness. 

"The Kfhics of Journalism." a text- 
book written by Professor Crawford 
and used In bis classes at the agricul- 
tural college, is a direct product of 
his experience as head of the depart- 
ment of Journalism at K. S. A. C. for 
a number of years, says Mr. Fred- 
erick. "It is written brilliantly hut 
not superficially, and the mass of In- 
formation It contains Is made vital 
by Intelligent organization. Alto- 
gether the hook represents a finely 
satisfying execution of I job that 
badly needed doing." 

Mr. Frederick traces In Mr. Craw- 
ford's volume of poems, "The Carry- 
ing of the Ghost." the same dualities 
"of intellectual Integrity and hardi- 
hood, and the same accurate sense of 
proportion and revelation, which 
make 'The Ethics of Journalism' such 
an exceptional textbook. In the 
poems, of course, Ihese qualities are 
supplemented and overshadowed by a 
very delicate response to tones and 
shades of language and of emotion, 
by mastery ot subtle and individual 
rhythms, and by strength and beauty 
of poetic conception. 

"Altogther," concludes the writer, 
"I find "The Carrying of the Ghost' 
an enjoyable and memorable book. 
It bears rereading, and I have given 
it a place in Ihe short shelf of modern 
American poe'ry which I think 
worthy of study."

It Is especially essentla/^tn this 
plan thai a picture of each freshman 
be obtained. Yet reports from tbe 
Royal Purple office indicate that only 
« per cent of the freshman class have 
made arrangements to place Ihelr 
pictures In the class sections.

The only available means of ob- 
taining pictures for the Registrar's 
records Is through the class serf ions 
of the Royal Purple and It Is hoped 
that every student will be represent- 
ed.

Colonel Bugbee visited M. U. for 
the purpose of inspecting their K. O. 
T. C, which has been on the distin- 
guished list for a number of years.

ably with theirs.

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Odd Facts 
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More than two centuries ago the 
Japanese were advertisers. Tbe 
Mitsukoshi department store furn- 
ished oiled-paper umbrellas to cus- 
tomers caught in spring rains.

Pre%j Ask« That Kansas Cease lo 

Consider Him for Cabinet Post 

and Recommends Mohler 

President William M. Jurdlne, In a 
letter to a member of the Kansas 
congressional delegiiilon last week, 
pointed out tbst he was not a candi- 
date for the post of secretary of agri- 
culture in the cabinet of President 
Coolldge and asked that bis name he 
withdrawn from conslderstioh. He 
also gave his endorsement of J. C. 
Mohler, secretary of the Kansas 
board of agriculture, for the post. 

Acting upon President Jardine's 
withdrawal, the delegation gave its 
endorsement of Mr. Mohler last Sun- 
day and he will have the solid back- 
ing of the Kansas congressional dele- 
gation. Whether or not this will be 
sufficient to secure ihe appointment 
seems a matter of speculation. 

It Is said that President Coolldge 
looked upon President Jardlne as a 
possible selection for the post with 
much favor. His wide knowledge of 
the agricultural situation generally 
and his opposition to the enactment 
or the McNary-Haugen hill ore said 
to have been Important factors In 
President Coolldge's favorable atti- 
tude toward him. 



Miss Bice III trusses Kamous Author 
In English Lecture 

"The Utopias of H. O. Wells" was 
the subject of the talk given hy Miss 
Ada Rice, ussoclato professor of 
English, at the English department 
lecture given Inst Tuesday In the 
home economics rest room. 

Miss Rice began with a brief re- 
view or the life of the famous Brit- 
isher and then discussed his work 
from various angles. In discussing 
his hook, "A Modern Utopia" sho 
pointed mil Mr. Wells' Utopian 
Ideals. 

"First." Miss Iltce explained, 
"Wells tells us that Utopia must 
cover the wbolo planet. Secondly, 
lis language must be universal. There 
should be a general freedom. Thero 
would be no drunkards, but true to 
bis British Ideals, he thinks that good 
wine and ale should not be prohib- 
ited." 

Miss Rice also discussed "A World 
Set Free," "Men Like Gods," and 
"The Dream." 

In concluding Miss Rico showed 
how much the Utopias of Wells have 
taught the readers. "They have 
taught us the weak points in our 
civilization. Tiny have suggested 
many possible future corrections, and 
they have mapped out a stupendous 
tusk for the world for the next 2,00» 
years. But what Mr. Wells has done 
that Is of most Immediate value Is- 
to ma Ui- the British take a look at 
themselves and, to a certain extent, 
change their point of view. It takee 
the smashing of idols, of conven- 
tion, of traditions, to make Johnnie 
Bull sit up and take notice, and I be- 
lieve that Wells has done that thing."

The only M6QM Cur Mr. Marks' 
statement about "rnw-rolleges" and 
education can he attributed to plain 
downright ignorance on his part. He 
Deem* 10 he laboring under the Im- 
pression, which is quite common 
among the uninrormed, that because 
a school carries the word "agricul- 
tural" in Its name it leaches only that 
Miibject. The name Is misleading, 
but altogether too many persona un- 
questionably take It for granted that 
agriculture Is the only aim of the 
school. If these persona. Including 
Mr, Marks, would only Investigate the 
catalogs of the "cow-colleges" or 
talk with a graduate or some onn who 
knows the facts about them, they 
would no doubt revise their opinion, 

Mr. Marks In hi* address also 
declared that education teaches one 
about himself and how to live and 
that the agricultural college does not 
offer this type of education. Wherein. 
Mr. Marks, does the agricultural col- 
lege lack this Important function? 
The enrolment In such schools la Al- 
most us large as that of the so-called 
universities. The courses of study are 
just as varied, the opportunities of- 
fered are practically the same. Just 
where tloes the agricultural college 
fall down In teaching one how to 
live? What la it In the university 
that enables it to better perform this 
function? Here again Is evident 
Mr. Marks' lack of Information on the 



scope of tbe agricultural college. 

After reading a report of Mr. 
Marks' talk we are forced to believe 
that be Is trying to bolster up a wan- 
ing reputation (or sensationalism. 
When bia "Plastic Age" Drat ap- 
peared, It created much discussion 
and Interest, and he received consid- 
erable national notoriety when be 
was ousted from a professorship In 
Brown university for writing the 
book. 

Nevertheless, disregarding Mr. 
Marks' perverted idea of "cow-col- 
leges," some other ideas he expound- 
ed are really valuable. He states 
that too many men and women are 
going to college now and tbfs large 
number tends to drag down the tone 
and standards of tbe institutions. 
Undoubtedly this is true and. as Mr. 
Marks says, the mad scramble for 
new students by alumni and college 
presidents Is to be regretted. 

Rut any person who has created 
as much Interest In himself as Mr. 
Marks has should be more careful 
about making such ridiculously false 
statements concerning "cow -co I leges" 
and education. 
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When the hoys produced those loud 
scarfs we thought that the battle was 
won. Hut just then tbe girls 
dragged out that hosiery that fairly 
shrieked so we must temporarily ad- 
mit defeat. Tbe girls won that skir- 
mish In a whisper.

Large Crowd Pays High Compliment 

to Conductor and Chorus at 

Clone of Program 



MiM Irma Jane Lew)*, soprano, of 
Washburn college, Misa Minna Dorn. 
contralto, of Kansas university, Paul 
R. Utt, bast, of Ottawa university, 
and Stanton D. Fiedler, tenor, of 
Bethany college, the soloists in the 
Messiah, presented in the college 
auditorium Sunday night, are tbe 
subjects of high praise by critics. 

Prof. C. W. Matthews of the Eng- 
lish department comments as fol- 
lows upon tbe soloists and the pre- 
sentation or the Messiah in general: 

"The rendition of Handel's 'Mes- 
siah' In the college auditorium 
was a musical accomplishment of 
which the college may well be proud. 
It has become a tradition In Manhat- 
tan that the 'Messiah' shall be given 
some time during Advent, and the 
rendition, as sponsored by the min- 
isterial alliance of the city, has taken 
on the nature of solemn worship by 
the whole community, regardless of 
denominational choice. That spirit 
was evident Sunday night. From the 
Scripture lesson, Comfort ye my 
people,' as read by Dr. Slade of the 
Congregational church, until the last 
echo of the mighty Hallelujah chorus, 
more than two thousand listened to 
the grand oratorio in worshipful 
silence. Perhaps tbe highest compli- 
ment ever paid to a conductor and 
chorus fn Manhattan was the one 
paid Professor Pratt and his chorus 
Sunday night, when the great crowd, 
after tbe last chorus was ended, stood 
in respectTul silence until dismissed 
by the director. 

Chorus Well Ra la need 
"Anyone who has been listening to 
the 'Messiah' as sung here during Ad- 
vent year after year will admit, I be- 
lieve, that last night's rendltion>wns 
the best ever given here. In fact, 
With tbe possible exception of the 
work done by the chorus In 'Elijah' 
last year with the Minneapolis Sym- 
phony orchestra, our chorus never did 
better work than it did in the 'Mes- 
siah'' last Sunday evening. In at- 
tack, In response to direction, the 
chorus sang more like a veteran 
choral society than It did a college 
chorus. The parts of the chorus were 
beautifully balanced, and for the first 
time In years have the tenors been 
great enough in number to do justice 
to the score, and all parts pronounced 
enough to avoid being overshadowed 
by the sopranos. 

"Professor Pratt in no sense 
spared his chorus last night. Cour- 
ageous must be tbe conductor who 
will attempt 'Since by Man Came 
Death,' and more courageous still is 
be who will attempt the difficult 'For 
We Like Sheep' with a chorus as 
young and as comparatively Inex- 
perienced as ours, yet the chorus 
sang both beautifully. In 'Behold 
the Lamb of God,' and 'Worthy Is 
the Lamb,' they sang with a genuine- 
ness of feeling that is unusual In a 
chorus so young. It is to be hoped 
that next year the 'Amen Chorus' 
may be given. It is perhaps the most 
difficult of all the choruses In the 
oratorio, but tbe splendid success of 
the chorus this year in 'For We Like 
Sheep' leads one to believe that they 
can master the 'Amen Chorus' as 
well as they have mastered tbe oth- 
ers. 

Soloist s from Other Schools 
"Much of the success of tbe 
'Messiah' this year was due to the 
splendid cooperation of the sister In- 
stitutions of the state who were to 
kind as to lend us soloists. Wash- 
burn college loaned us Miss Irma 
Jane Lewie, soprano; tbe University 
of Kansas, Miss Minna Dorn, con- 
tralto: Ottawa university. Dean Paul 
R. Utt, basso: and Bethany college. 
Mr. Stanton D. Fiedler, tenor. These 
Institutions loaned us the members of 
their music faculties, and tbe soloists 
themselves were so charitable as to 
give their service free of charge. 

"Miss Lewis has a line clear voice 
of great power. She was perhaps best 
In her solo, 'I Know That My Re- 
deemer Ltvetb.' Although Miss 
Dora's voice Is perhaps a little light 
for oratorio, yet It Is a voice of re- 
markable sweetness, and the audi- 
ence appreciated especially her solo, 
'He Shall Feed His Flock.' Dean 
Utt'a voice Is adequate to the sever- 
est demands made upon It by 'Thus 
Saitta the Lord,' and 'Why Do the Na- 
tions.' His voice Is beautifully suited 
to oratorio. Mr. Fiedler sang bis 
solos with feeling. His 'Thy Rebuke 
Hath Broken His Heart.' snd 'Behold 
and See' were perhaps his best work. 
"Gifted soloists, s One orchestra, 
and a splendid chorus combined Sun- 
day night to make tbe 'Messiah 1 of 
this year the finest that has ever been 
glren fa Manhattan." 



Beg Your Pardon 

A feature story published In the 
last Issue of tbe Collegian, in regard 
to the engineering division ot this 
school, contained the following 
statements: "The three largest 
engineering schools are found In ag- 
ricultural colleges In states where a 
state university Is also maintained. 
The engineering enrolment at K. S. 
A, C. is exceeded by only two other 
schools between tbe Mississippi river 
and the Pacific coast." These state- 
ments were misquoted and should 
have read as follows: "The largest 
three engineering schools between 
tbe Mississippi river and the Pacific 
coast states are all at agricultural 
colleges. ... In states which maintain 
separate state universities," and the 
engineering enrolment at the Kansas 
State Agricultural college "is ■ex- 
ceeded at only two schools between 
the Mlsslsippi river snd the Pacific 
coast states. Quite a number of 
schools In the eastern states and a 
few along the Pacific coast have larg- 
er engineering enrolments."

Church tabulations In the regis- 
trar's office show that more tban one- 
third of the total number of students 
enrolled in K. S. A. C. are either 
members of the Methodist Episcopal 
church or are of Methodist prefer- 
ence. The Presbyterian church is 
second In preference, and the Christ- 
ian and Baptist churches are third 
and fourth respectively. 

There are representatives of 35 dif- 
ferent denominations enrolled in K.

Prof. Ira Pratt, head of tbe music 
department at the college, left yes- 
terday on a trip to Chicago and St.

Says I >■■< i] ile ms >>r Production 
Transportation Must Ro 
Solved by Engineer** 

"You and I. as engineers 
trained citizens, have a duty to <per- 
form," said Mr, L. W. Wallace of 
Washington, D. C, secretary of the 
American Engineering council, In his 
address before the engineers' special 
seminar at the college auditorium 
Saturday afternoon. Mr. Wallace 
went on to tell what that duty lit. 

"The evils of distribution are 
great today. Tbe farmer receives too 
low a price for his products and the 
consumer pays too much for (he 
finished article. Why? Most of all 
hern use of the many shortcomings 
of transportation and handling or 
materials. Here Is an opportunity 
for the engineer for, when we ana- 
lyse the situation, we see that the 
remedying of these defects lies with- 
in his scope. 

"Again our engineers come to I he 
front, for they are tbe men that must 
design labor saving machinery, find 
better methods of production, and, 
most of all, make the system of trans- 
portation more efficient. The fact, 
that In the last six years the railroad 
mileage of America has decreased 
Is alarming. Many engineers will 
work upon projects discovered In the 
past, but the real attainments of the 
engineer tie In tbe future. Engineer- 
ing research and experiment in the 
past has given us nearly all we have 
today. Think, for just a minute, 
what our lives would be like if all 
the results of engineering research 
were swept away. That will give 
you an Idea ot how important the 
engineer really Is." 

Mr. Wallace would have a world 
federation of engineers and use the 
money received from war debts to 
train these engineers to he sta ten- 
men as well, so that they would be 
able to correct Industrial differences 
of the nations and thus abolish war 
by removing tbe cause. 

"Engineering means more than 
learning to pull switches and run 
machinery," concluded Mr. Wallace. 
"It means that we must think not 
only of our profession, but of our 
responsibility to our fellow citizens 
snd train ourselves to meet that re- 
sponsibility." 



decided and clear cut manner he 
should usually score a zero. The ef- 
fectiveness of the whole procedure 
depends entirely upon tbe Individual 
student's thought fulness and con- 
scientiousness In accepting such 
challenges as may result from the 
test. 

Tbe Rcorecard is divided Into three 
main parts. Intellectual, spiritual, 
and physical. Of these three tbe In- 
tellectual division contains the larg- 
est proportion of the total points. In 
this section are Included motivation, 
system, and scholarship. The physl- 
eai. scores Include the subheads of 
hygienic knowledge, sustaining meas- 
ures, and corrective measures. Such 
rtueatlons as the following are asked 
In the scoring: "Do I have a high 
aim? Is my life aim my constant 
guide? Have I u dally schedule of 
work? Am I strong In my rhosen 
line? Am 1 honest? Am 1 in good 
health?" 

This scorecard has not been pre- 
pared in mimeograph or printed form 
as yet and will not be given to stu- 
dent classes. However, Professor 
Strirklund stated, If there arc enough 
students who desire the card It Ik 
probable that a means will be found 
to furnish it. Students who are Inter- 
ested In a personal efficiency score 
may obtain the desired Information 
from Professor Slrlrkond. 

A scorecard of efficiency for college 
and high school teachers, that was 
devised lay Professor Strickland, has 
been in use for some time. 



3,000 Attracted to 
Courses Offered by 
Extension Division 

Over 3,000 people who are not 
able to attend college are now taking 
advantage of the opportunity to gain 
further education offered by the K. 
B. A. C. home study department. 

This division offers two hundred 
different courses covering a wide 
range of college and vocational 
branches. Approximately half of 
tbe number enrolled are taking non- 
credit courses, many of these being 
students who are working for high 
school diplomas. Another popular 
course Is that of vocational agricul- 
ture which Is taken advantage of by 
farmers, especially In remote regions. 

Of courses offering college credit, 
those In education have the greatest 
enrolment. Enrolment Increuses 
most rapidly In September, because 
many teachers prefer to take their 
educational work while teaching. 

Because the students who enrol In 
these courses are those who feel 
most keenly tbe need of education, 
they do very high class work. 

Each year the extension division 
sends out over three million pages 
of material which Include follow-up 
material. Instructions, reports on 
certified flocks, reports of lessons in 
farm organization, and programs for 
the homemakers' clubs.

A persona) efficiency scorecard for 
students has been devised by Prof. V. 
L. Strickland of tbe department of 
education. By the use of this card 
any student may score himself on his 
personal efficiency and with tbe re 
suits obtained may see definitely 
wherein he needs Improvement. 

For improvement In conscious 
activity, Prof. 8trlckland explains, 
two things are fundamentally impor- 
tant. First, the individual must 
have high and clear ideals, and sec- 
ond, he must be aware of and con- 
cerned with his shortcomings In 
measuring up to tbese Ideals. 

A student in scoring himself may 
receive a possible total of 1,000. In 
scoring, however, unless be Is able to 
answer yea to every question In a

Flappers and Cake 
Eaters Outnumbered 
by Serious Minded 

Forty-eight per cent, or almost one- 
half, of tbe students of K. S. A. C. 
are self-supporting, according to sta- 
tistics compiled in the registrar's 
office from the questionnaires which 
the students filled out when they 
were being enrolled. In addition to 
those who are entirely self-support- 
ing, there are 14 per cent who are 
partially self-supporting. This means 
that only 38 per cent of the student 



body are entirely dependent and that 
the majority are helping themselves. 

Tbe methods which these student- 
employ to help themselves are varied 
and often quite novel. They Include 
high salaried technical work as well 
as ordinary day labor. Quite often 
the work which the person is doing 
outside of school is very similar and 
along the same line as his classroom 
or laboratory work. This kind of 
employment serves a double purpose 
because. In addition to helping tbe 
student through school, it gives blm 
experience which should be valuable 
after he Is through school. 

That the average college student of 
today Is earnest and industrious, 
calamity-howlers to the contrary, and 
that be really does take himself, his 
work, and tbe college seriously, was 
the attitude taken by Miss Jessie Mc- 
Dowell Machlr In her radio address 
to the alumni on November 3. "You 
hear a great deal these days about the 
flapper and the cake eater In college, 
and sometimes we fear that you think 
that type of student makes up tbe en- 
tire student body." said Miss Machlr, 
"but we who are with them year af- 



ter year know that the student body 
as a whole Is earnest minded, that 
almost half of them are self-support- 
ing, and that these students have no 
inclination to waste time and money 
on mere foolishness."

Mil ill- of Sport Writing IXmuwhoO 
In Journalism Seminar 

"Ethics of Sport Writing" was 
the subject of Morse Salisbury's 
talk before the journalism seminar 
Monday afternoon. 

"Sport news should be written ac- 
curately and without bias." he said. 
"The brand of yellow Journalism 
that was started to the earlier days 
of the newspaper has reacted to 
cause a great deal of disapproval to 
colorful and untruthful news stor- 
ies. 

"Sport news is growing more im- 
portant every year," said Mr. Salis- 
bury. "Nearly every newspaper of 
any slie has its sport department 
and the most of them have separate 
sport editors. For that reason it la 
up to the sport writer of today to 
give the public accurate accounts 
of sport events. Until of late ac- 
curacy was not considered to any 



great extent in that department of 
Journalism, but college students and 
sport writers of today are striving to 
bring sport news up to the standard 
of other news. 

"To give an unbiased report of a 
game, the reporter must understand 
the different problems of the game 
so that he can form a good critical 
Judgment of the contest. Then he 
must not allow his feelings to be 
hurt for, no matter how he writes 
the story some one will criticise his 
work. If he writes a fair, unbiased 
account of the game, he will be 
stormed from every side by followers 
of the losing team. He must never 
depend on coaches for information. 
The practise of writing 'bear' stories 
about injured players Is rapidly be- 
ing abolished from sport pages. In 
fact, the ethics of other Journalism 
work should be applied to sports as 
well, that they may give the pub- 
lic accurate accounts of games and 
contests."

EREI'D HAD GREAT THEORIKH 



Rogers DfaeajMM Hcienihi at i " ■.- 
list Department Ixrturo 

"There Is no leader of modern 
thought who Is more exalted and at 
the same time more execrated than 
Si Km unit Freud," said I.'. K. Rogers, 
associate professor in the department 
of journalism, at the English depart- 
ment lecture Tuesday. "He has been 
called a spiritualist, a fraud, and 
both he and his theories regarding 
sex have received a great deal of 
criticism. 

"I am here more to praise than 
to bury Freud," he continued. "One 
writer lias said that two Of the great- 
est men were Jews and they were 
Jesus Christ and Slgmund Freud. To 
speak of Freud one speaks more of 
Ideals and theories than of the man. 

•Freud states that there are two 
elements in every dream. The first 
he calls the 'manifest content.' In 
this part of the dream one sees tho 
experiences and adventures of the day 
before or of a short time ago. One 
recognizes tbe experiences and hap- 
penings in this part of tho dream. 

"But in the 'latent thought' of the 
dream the facts are distorted and Im- 
possible scenes and experiences are 
realized. It is the job of the psycho- 
analytical worker to And out about 
the latent content." 

Each object seen in tbe dream has 
a definite purpose sad symbolizes 
something. Freud believes that 
everyone baa certain suppressed de- 
sires and these are brought out in 
the dreams by the use of the symbols 
which be employs. Mr. Rogers read 
several passages from Freud's books.

"Ooe Is tbe 
Europe of the older minds, which 
strives for the continuance of the 
older, more materialistic order of

INTERNATIONAL ARBITRATION 
SOLUTION FOR CONFLICTS 



Kurnpcan Want Hm- to Formation of 

Many lndf|H*ti(l(>»t National 

Hovorehm Blatmi 

"Our history is full of the conflicts ] 
between France antr Germany and 
between nil other nations on the con- 
tinent," said Dr. Arnold WolTera ot 
Herlin in his talk "Next Steps To- 
ward Peace in Europe" in assembly 
this rooming. "It la right to look 
upon these conflicts as the result of 
the development of so many inde- 
pendent national sovereign suites 
France first developed these inde- 
pendent overelgntiee. In the nine- 
teenth century Italy and Germany 
came to build up their national states 
and since the war Poland and 
Czecho-Stovakia followed in the same 
development. The growth of the 
United States of America to a nation 
of Its own belongs to the same his- 
toric line. 

"As things stand today every con- 
flict between two nations becomes a 
fight really between every man In 



all of the nations that are at stake 
with one another and therefore 
brings about wars of the kind ot the 
last world war," said Doctor Wolf era. 
"It is therefore a new and modern 
problem which we have In view when 
we say that some way must be found 
out of this anarchy. 

"Before the war the only solution 
which aeemed possible lay in the 
Idea of a balance of power. After 
the war everybody hoped for a new 
and better solution. President Wil- 
son In proposing the League of Na- 
tions was thought to be proposing a 
super-state. The foundation of such 
a super-state does not yet exist. 
There Isn't that international friend- 
ship and mutual confidence between 
nations which atone could be tho 
foundation of any government. 

"Not having accepted the super- 
state, the only possible solution 
seemed to be the predominant power 
of one group over the other, th* 
victorious nations holding together 
and arming themselves to keep the 
rest of the world in peace and order, 
Tlife Ruhr occupation last year hus 
has proved how Impossible this prop- 
osition Is. We must therefore seek 
for other solution?. The only possible 
line to follow which I can conceive of 
Is that of building up International 
arbitration."

Building; to Be Three Stories High — 

Proposed Site la Between Waters 

Hall anil Illustration!! Building 



An appropriation of $3 50,000 to be 
In constructing a sew library 
building la requested by President 
W. M. Jardlne of Kansas State Agrl- 
cnltural college la his biennial re- 
port to the state legislature. Accord- 
ing to the plans being drawn by the 
architectural department, the build- 
ing will be three stories high, of na- 
tlye limestone, and so constructed as 
to permit of Indefinite expansion. 

The site for the proposed new 
library building Is between Waters 
hall and the Illustrations building. 
Plans of the best libraries In the 
country are being studied and their 
beat points considered In drawing up 
the plans for this building. Although 
the entrances, according to the plans, 
will be at the east and the west, the 
building will face north, In order to 
get the Ideal northern lighting tor 
the reading rooms. There are to be 
three reading rooms, each with a 
seating capacity of 375. 

Stacks at South 

The library building will be so ar- 
ranged that the reading rooms will 
occupy tbe north sections, stack 
rooms the south sections, and there 
will be a general hall through the 
center. In which are to be located tbe 
stair cases, lighting shafts, offices, 
and rooms pertaining to library ad- 
ministration. The class reserves will 
occupy the ground floor which is to 
be a semi-basement. The first floor 
Is to contain the current periodical 
reading room. On the main floor will 
be the general reading room, and loan 
desk, and on the upper floor there 
will be 12 seminar rooms to be used 
by graduate students In research 
work. 

The general reading room which 
will be on the main floor will be SO 
feet from floor to celling. It will ex- 
tend through two stories. 

Contains 80,000 Volumes 
The college library now contains 
80,000 volumes valued at 1350,000. 
This collection contains rare, im- 
portant and expensive books many 
of which are out of print and could 
not he replaced. It 1b also invalu- 
able because of the time and energy 
that have been expended in collecting 
the books, Kansas State Agricultur- 
al college is acknowledged to have 
one of the best collections of agricul- 
tural material In the United States, 
and Us collection of material tor the 
other divisions ranks high among col- 
lage libraries. 

In Its present quarters this valu- 
able collection is daily menaced by 
danger of fire and water 
hall is not fireproof

K. S. A. C. students will be al- 
lowed to take a course in Bible train- 
ing at Kansas university the second 
week In February. Dr. A. Bruce 
Curry, professor In White Seminary, 
New York City, but traveling under 
the auspices of the Council of Chris- 
tian association!;, will conduct a sis 
day normal training group ot stu- 
dents preparing them to be discussion 
group leaders. 

Last year Doctor Curry traveled for 
the Council of Christian associations.

"Don Quljote tie la Mancha*' 
Don Quijote de la Mancha. the 
fantastic, satrical character con- 
ceived in the mind of Miguel de Cer- 
vantes, Is one of the most enter- 
taining characters ever produced In 
Action, The story Is a satire based 
on the craze tor the reading of chival- 
rous literature at that time. Cer- 
vantes, after having read volumes 
about the daring exploits of knights 
of former times, saw the foolishness 
of it all. and wrote this rather long 
winded hut extremely Interesting and 
funny novet. 

Alonso Qulxano, a man past mid- 
dle age, had read so much of this 
chivalrous literature that his mind 
became unbalanced. He felt that It 
was his duty to revive knight-er- 
rantry In the country, to become a 
knight -errant himself. He found 
some old rusty armour belonging 
formerly to some of his ancestors, 
fixed it up and put it on. found an 
old hack of a horse which he named 
Rocinante, called himself don Qutjote 
de la Mancha, and as a knight-errant 
"took upon his shoulders the defense 
of kingdoms, the protection of dam- 
sels, the succor of orphans and min- 
ors, the chastisement of the proud, 
and the recompense of the humble." 
Since all knights-errant had a lady 
for whom to free the world of Its 
dangers, don Qutjote chose a homely 
fat country wench, his imagination 
chaglng her Into a beautiful lady of 
high standing. Then, as each knight- 
errant had his squire. Sancho 
Pania, an Ignorant, crude, talkative 
country man was inveigled Into bis 
service. 

Don Quljote, on Rocinante. and 
Sancho Panza, on Dapple, his don- 
key, set out to defend kingdoms and 
protect damsels. The situations Into 
which don Qutjote gets himself and 
Sancho, the crazy encounters they 
have with windmills and lowers, 
which became grants In the demented 
brain of don Quljote, are most ludi- 
crous and funny. Quite frequently 
they both come out from their en- 
counters badly battered and scarcely 
able to continue their adventures. 

Sancho, always with a moulh full 
of proverbs, which he strings togeth- 
er on every occasion, produces a great 
deal of good and humorous philosophy. 



He Is continually embarrassing don 
Quljote with his Insistent chatter, 
telling tales where they shouldn't be 
told. Impertinently taking the lead In 
conversations with persons of high 
quality when a good squire should 
remain quiet, misquoting Boms of bis 
proverbs, thereby changing the mean- 
ing of some of his sentences entirely. 
Sancho realizes to a certain extent 
I hat his master is crazy. His ignor- 
ance and his constant association 
with don Quljote, however, convince 
him enough of his master's sanity so 
Chat he accompanies don Quljote 
everywhere and does all that he Is 
told to do. 



In the second book of the history 
of these two naive characters the 
story of their adventures Is repre- 
sented as having been published and 
read by many people. During the 
course of one of their sallies forth 
after adventure, don Quljote meets 
with the Duke and Fiueheas of villa- 
hermosa, out oq a hunting trip. 
When they discover the Identity of 
don Quijote and Sancho, they are 
most gracious to the "great knlghl- 
errant" and hlB squire. Insisting up- 
on entertaining them In their castle. 
The Duke and Duchess have read the 
first book of the history of don Qul- 
jote. 

The Duke of Vlllahcrmosa remem- 
bers that in the first book don Qut- 
jote has promised Sancho the govern- 
ment of an Island. He and the 
Duchess decide to have some sport 
out of Sancho, to give him a city, 
which they will call an island, to 
govern. Sancho Is properly dressed 
to enter his government. Is given a 
paltry upon which to rtde, enters his 
Island in pomp and glory with Dapple 
following directly behind. At the 
entrance to the Island Sancho Is con- 
fronted with some problems of dis- 
cipline. Though ignorant, he seems 
to be possessed of good Judgment 
and discernment. He solves the

Since this government Is a Joke, 
Sancho has many troubles from the 
beginning. He loves to eat. and to 
eat a great deal. But the governor's 
physician waves away plate after 
plate of delectable food because It 
has too much or too little nutritive 
value. Poor Sancho is on the verge 
of desperation when a man Is an- 
nounced who makes an absurd plea 
about money matters. Sancho all but 
throws him out. Always something 
arises which keeps him from eating. 
In the evening the governor muBt 
make the rounds of his island, so 
Sancho, escorted by the majordouio 
and some other officials, sets out to 
do his duty. He meets many Inter- 
esting situations and problems, set- 
tles them all with his characteristic 
shrewdness, goes back to his palace 
and to bed. He has scarcely gone to 
sleep when there is a great noise, 
much prancing about of many people 
and much howling. Sancho Is 
dragged from his bed, and told that 
there Is an uprising and that he must 
come out to settle It. Tired and 
sleepy and alow of movement, the 
poor governor Ib jostled about, falls 
down, Is trampled upon, and suffers 
much more than Is intended. 

When the attack Is over, Sancho, 
without a word, dresses himself, goes 
to the stable and harnesses Dapple, 
saying, "Come nlong. comrade and 
friend, and partner of my tolls and 
sorrows ....." Whtlo his officials 
look on in astonishment he slowly 
and painfully climbs upon Dapple 
with these words, "Make way. 
gentlemen, and let me go back to my 
freedom; let me go back to look for 
my past life, and raise myself from 
this present death. ..." 

In the play "Sancho Panza" this 
lust Is changed a little, Sancho leav- 
ing his govern mont because he can- 
not stand to see the suffering 'and the 



people. Don Quijote eaters the play 
only in the prologue where he and 
Sancho discuss many things, the 
former giving much advice about gov- 
erning.

Analole France was the subject of 
tbe talk given by Prof. N. W. Roekey 
In the home economics rest room last 
Wednesday afternoon as part of the 
series of lectures given by the Eng- 
lish department. 

"When the recent deulh of Anatole 
France occurred." Began Professor 
Hockey, "he was mourned more as 
an artlet than us a leader of thuught, 
for nt tbe time ot his dealh he hud 
already lost the title lo the leadership 
of thought in France. 

"lrfit me quote from the lasl num- 
ber of tbe North American Review to 
show In bow many woys Franro was 
exceedingly paradoxical. 'He pre- 
ferred scholarly seclusion hut en- 
tered In to public life. He was a skeptic 
but ho was Interested in theology. He 
was anil-clerical but In bis books he 
portrayed a large number of ecclesi- 
astics. He viewed history as a rec- 
ord of the crimes and errors of men, 
yet tie was attracted lo history. He 
was an epicurean but ho bad a keen 
sense of justice.' 

- 'France loved his native land of 
France." continued Professor Roekey, 
"but at heart he was European. The 
late war must have changed his out- 1 
look for when once the war wan 
started be was heart and soul for 
France and his pen was at the com- 
mand of the French government. 

"You may divide the life of 
France Into about four parts, both 
according to his mood nt one par- 
ticular time in life, and the work he 
produced during that time," said 
Professor Roekey. "First he was a 
secluded scholar. In a public way 
he was scarcely known. His prin- 
cipal piece of work during this time 
was 'The Crime of Sylvester Bern- 
ard. ' 

"During the second stane hls. 
work took a different turn He htid 
evidently been disillusioned In love. 
'The Red Lily' Is an example of the 
work he did at this time. 

"In the third stage he became 
quite socialistic, mainly on account 
of the well known Drey fuss affair 
which occurred at this lime. 'Pen- 
guin Island' Is a good example of 
the work produced at this time. 

"The fourth stage was brought 
about by the late war. during which 
be revoked his socialistic Ideas and 
came to the aid of France with his

From the happening!* of the past 
few weeks concerning the University 
ol Kansas and Governor Davis tt can 
readily be seen that politics and ed- 
ucation will not mil. If politics haa 
the upper band the educational In- 
stitutions of the state are sub- 
aldary. If the state educational 
inati tut Ions can operate successfully 
and still work In accordance with 
the reigning politicians, all Is well. 
But the instant there Is friction be- 
tween the two, politics, the stronger, 
overrides the situation. 

The present system of a salaried 
board of administration, made up of 
politicians, governing the higher ed- 
ucational Institutions of the state 
was unhesitatingly denounced by the 
United States bureau of education as 
being unsatisfactory. This bureau 
recommendod that the law establish- 
In? such a hoard be repealed and the 
educational intttltutlons be placed In 
the hands of an unpaid hoard of 
nine members. Salaried boards have 
been efficient In managing some state 
institutions and activities but in ed- 
ucation they have proved a failure, 
The new governor who will take 
office soon has this big problem to 
solve during his administration. It 
is of vital Importance to the future 
of higher education In Kansas and 
should be so regarded.

It Is as uncommon in schools In the 
east for girls to study clothing and ■ 
text lies as It is for boys to study that 
branch of industry In the west.

If tble course were more generally 
studied, many Interesting questions 
inch as, why are R. O. T, C. members | 
required to wear woolen shirts even 
in early September, would be 
answered. 

The truth of the matter, according 
to Miss Fecht of the clothing and 
textiles department. Is that woolen 
fibers hold a dead layer of air in their 
meshes and so are nonconductors. 
For that reason a woolen garment la 
warmer In winter and cooler In sum- 
mer than a cotton garment. 

Wool shirts are also a part of the 
fireman's uniform. In addition to the 
fact that wool is a conconductor of 
heat, It Is lose Inflammable than cot- 
ton and so it is possible tor n fireman 
to stand more intense heat when 
clothed In wool. Other advantages 
are that wool is lighter in weight as 
compared with density than Is cotton, 
and Is much more comfortable when 
worn than any other material.

TRAIN FOR CREATIVE WRITING 



Prof. X. A, Crawford Tells Journal- 
ism Students of Convention 
Decisions 

A brief report ot the convention of 
the American Teachers of Journalism, 
held at Chicago during vacation, was 
given by Prof. N. A. Crawford at the 
Journalism seminar Monday after- 
noon. 

Journalism instruction la no longer 
arranged for the casual student, but 
tor the student who intends to make 
Journalism his profession. Interest in 
the technical Instruction is declining. 
As Professor Crawford said, "Any- 
one with average intelligence can 
learn to construct a news story from 
a few facts in a very short time." 
The emphasis is being laid on crea- 
tive writing, because It needs the 
most study and practise. 

Creative writing requires a broad 
background and a wide knowledge. 
To afford ibis, a college course In 
Journalism must Include a thorough 
study of such subjects as economics, 
history, sociology, social science, ap- 
plied science, and literature. And It Is 
thought that in a very few years, 
students in Journalism will be re- 
quired to have a readable knowledge 
ot at least two modern languages. A 
great deal of emphasis Is being laid 
on the ethics, history, and laws of 
the press. 

The conception of the modern re- 
porter is not of a, mere etory hunt- 
er but of a person who has a wide 
Held ot knowledge and a good Judg- 
ment so he can separate the tacts 
from the rumors. 

It Is Interesting to note that the 
department of Journalism at K. S. A. 
C. Alls most of the requirements 
adopted at the convention.

Requests for an appropriation of 
1200,000. to be used In building the 
K. S. A. C, dormitory, are being 
placed before ihe legislature by the 
Kansas Council of Women. It is the 
goal of the Kansas club women to 
place a dormitory on the campus of 
each of tbe five state institutions. 

The legislature of 1921 granted an 
appropriation of $500,000 for the 
building of dormitories, this money 
to be pro-rated to tbe institutions In 
accordance with the number of wo- 
men students In attendance. It was 
found that five dormitories could 
sot be built for that amount, so 
rather than let the appropriation 
revert to the stale treasury. Presi- 
dent Jardlne offered to waive tem- 
porarily the rights of K. S. A. C. in 
the interests or the dormitory pro- 
gram. The four dormitories at the 
other schools are now complete and 
are filled with KansaB girls who are 
finding in them real campus homes. 

Room for 12B 

Such a dormitory a sis being re- 
quested will furnish an Ideal home 
for 125 girls. Any girl may make 
application for residence. These ap- 
plications will bo filed In order re- 
(<eived and vacancies as Ihey occur 
will be filled from Ihese fites. As 
has been the experience of oilier 
colleges, this close association In the 
home life of young women of the 
freshman class and of the upper 
classes will be a vital factor in car- 
rying on college tradition. 

The suggested location of the dor- 
mitory Is in the northeast corner of 
the campus. This will be an Ideal 
location since, according to the plans 
now being worked out by Professor 
Helder, lansdcape gardener, a system 
Of lakes and wooded park la to 
occupy that part of the campus. The 
building will be so located that other 
dormitories which may be built In 
tbe future will form a untried group. 

Three Stories High 
The building as planned will he 
three stories high with a large open 
terrace across tbe front facing (he 
campus. The first floor will con- 
tain the family dining room, a large 
living room, several small parlors 
where girls may entertain privately, 
a reception room, rooms for the sick 
girls, and managers' room and a 
business office. 

Every care will be taken In fur- 
nishing the building to make it com- 
fortable and home like. The sun 
parlor which will occupy one end 
will add an air of warmth and com- 
fort. Tbe rooms on tbe second end 
third floors will be so equipped that 
every girl may find homolike com- 
fort an* privacy In her own room. 
The basement may possibly contain 
a large play room where the girls 
may play basketball, or entertain 
before the open fireplace. There 
will alio be rooms where those who 
wish can do their own laundering, 
shampooing, and pressing. The kit- 
chen will also be In the basement.

OFFER SHORT COURSE FOR 
STATE CEREAL CHEMISTS 
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Lecture and Laboratory Work Jan- 
uary 1)1 to HI — In Charge of 
Faculty Members 

A short course for cereal chemists 
over lUe state has been planned for 
January 13 to 16. inclusive, at the 
college. The course Is designed to 
instruct cereal chemists in the latest 
developments In their particular 
branch of chemistry. Both lecture 
and laboratory courses will be of- 
fered for the four days. 

Lectures by members of the 
faculty will be given each morning 
during the course. Two lectures 
have been scheduled for each afler- 
noon. In addition lo the regular 
lecture, time will be allowed for 
questions and discussions by lite stu- 
dents. Kuril or the lectures will 
have two hours, starling ;it 8 and 10 
o'clock, respectively. 

Laboratory exercises will be given 
each afternoon, beginning ui 1 :80 
o'clock. These exercises wiii be on 
hydrogen-Ion concent ration determin- 
ations, both electronic! rlr and eal- 
oromctric, conductivity measure- 
ments, and the use of different types 
of viscositneter». 

The faculty members who will 
have chorge of the course urc Dr. 
H. H. King, bead of the department 
of chemistry; Dr. C. O. Swanson, 
head of the department of milting 
Industry; Dr. J. ij. Hughes, profes- 
sor at chemistry and animal nutri- 
tion expert; Dr. K. L. Tague. asso- 
ciate professor of chemistry and 
specialist In protein chemistry: and 
Dr. Earl B. Working, associate pro- 



unduly exulled by the knowledge of 
their mental rating. However, a 
few Individual cases prove nothing 
regarding the general effect of such 
information upon college students.

Prof. L. E. Matchers of the depart- 
ment of botany and pathology will 
spend several weeks In Washington, 
D. C In January, doing special 
work for the office of plant disease 
records. 

Professor Helchers has been 
invited as one of two plant patholo- 
gists to do this work for 1921. He 
will handle tbe cereal and forage 
crop disease data for the United 
Btatea, while Doctor Olddlnga. plant 
pathologist ot West Virginia, will 
compile tbe report on fruit and 
vegetable diseases. 

All tbe universities and colleges 
having experiment stations where 
plant disease Investigation a are 
conducted are in cooperation with 
tbe office of plant -disease records. 
The annual summaries and reports on 
the prevalence, distribution, and oc- 
currence of new plant diseases are 
published In detail. On his way back 
Professor Metchers will visit several 
universities and Institutes In the 
east, including tbe Boyce Thompson 
Institute for Plant Research, Ton- 
kers.

Architectural Head Talks on "Fund- 
attentats in Homes running-" 
Professor Paul Welgel, bead of 
the department of architecture, gave 
the first of a series of lectures on 
home planning over Station K. 8. A. 
C. Wednesday evening, January 14. 
The title of this first lecture was 
"Fundamentals In Home Planning." 
Professor Weigel, wblte advising 
a great deal of personal thought 
and preliminary planning, "as pencil, 
paper and erasers are cheap," 
strongly emphasised the need for a 
professional architect for, "changes 
In planning can easily be made while 
the building is still in the pencilled 
state. Buildings under erection are 
not so easily nor cheaply alternated. 
"Your preliminary sketches will 
then aid a competent architect in 
knowing what you want. He will 
then be better able to incorporate 
your desires into a finished struc- 
ture. You will find that the fee you 
pay a competent architect will resul'. 
In a saving in the satisfaction of 
knowing that your house Is built 
right, both artistically and struc- 



turally. 

"It is one thing to sketch around 
on paper and show Just how one 
room will abut another, \\ Is ,\ 
very d liferent thing to design an ex- 
terior for the structure and draw up 
a proper set of specifications to as- 
sure yourself that such Hems as heat- 
ing, finish painting, hardware, wood- 
work, masonry, and plumbing, will 
he properly selected and installed." 

Professor Welgel concluded hit 
epeech witb a discussion of the ar- 
rangement of rooms, exterior and 
interior building materials, and the 
proper location of tbe house on the 
lot, all of which the competent archi- 
tect is responsible to the home- 
builder for.
